It is seldom that the Govern- 
ment appears to favor the retail 
druggist in any way, and the 
drug trade will be correspond- 
ingly pleased to note that department stores are debarred from 
selling denatured alcohol where they also sell liquors, as many 
of the larger stores do. But every sweet has its bitter. The 
druggist who sells liquor as a beverage—that is, such as do not 
confine their sales of liquor to such liquor as is used for me- 
dicinal or mechanical purposes—is also barred, and many drug- 
gists will be ruled out in this way. The opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue on this subject is given in our 
news columns.

AND DEPARTMENT STORES. 


The preference of many physicians for the 
old fashioned infusion of digitalis, which so 
many of the old time pharmacists took such 
a pride in preparing so that it would meet 
the requirements of the physician appears from recent re- 
searches to have had a rational foundation. Many druggists 
will recall their preference for the English leaf put up in glass 
bottles with cork stoppers, and the satisfaction which prepa- 
rations of this leaf gave to physicians. Recent investigations 
by Swedish chemists-on the activity of Swedish, as contrasted 
with Continental digitalis, recorded in the recently published 
Festschrift, contributed by the scholars of Olaf Hammarsten, 
the well-known physiologist of Sweden, demonstrated that 
the leaves of native wild plants are much more valuable than 
the cultivated leaf, and one contribution to the Festschrift 
sheds new light on the cause of the deterioration of such leaves 
as digitalis and belladonna. The leaves are hygroscopic and 
attract moisture, which splits up the enzyme, resulting in a 
deterioration in the strength of the leaves. The desirability 
of a rapid and careful drying of the leaves and their preser- 
vation from the effects of moisture after being gathered and 
prepared was thus emphasized. We wonder if the older apoth- 
ecaries who prepared their infusions of digit&ilis with so much 
care realized the rdle played by the cinnamon bark, which was 
thought to be a mere flavoring ingredient, instead of the anti- 
septic which it was, operating to preserve the enzyme from 
decomposition.

The standards of the United States Phar- 
macopeeia play so important a réle in the 
operation of the Food and Drugs act where 
it pertains to pharmacy that it is highly 
important to ascertain how nearly the assay processes of the 
Pharmacopeia work out in practice. It is easy for chemists 
in school laboratories, working with selected specimens of 
drugs, to establish standards, but it is another thing to estab- 
lish a mean figure from the run of commercial specimens of 
drugs as they are handled by jobbers in the regular course 
of trade. Some latitude must be allowed. While we do not 
intend to assert that the revisers of the Pharmacopeia have 
not made due allowance for market conditions. ete., in the

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latest edition of the official guide, some of the contributions 
which have been received by the American Druaaist from 
the chemists to the laboratories of wholesale houses go to show 
that an unnecessarily high standard is named for a few of the 
drugs susceptible to assay. The article by Mr. Hankey, which 
is printed elsewhere, is most informing and interesting. It 
shows that while in some instances the standards of the Phar- 
macopeia for some articles are easily to be met, in others the 
standards are impracticable. Inasmuch as it is the intention 
of the Revision Committee to issue supplements to the Phar- 
macopeia, embodying all changes which may be deemed neces- 
sary after a careful study of methods and processes under 
criticism, it is to be hoped that the manufacturing chemists 
and wholesalers will encourage their laboratory chiefs to com- 
municate the results of any investigations made by them along 
these lines for publication in the series of articles contem- 
plated by the AMreRICAN Druegaist, of which Mr. Hankey’s is 
the first. 


The Retail Druggist and the Guaranty. 

The retail drug trade has at last awakened to the fact that 
while the Federal Food and Drugs act is primarily intended 
to correct the evils of adulteration, misbranding and substitu- 
tion by making the manufacturer and distributer equally re- 
sponsible, it incidentally imposes upon the retailer a certain 
degree of responsibility for all those goods which he sells in 
original packages purchased by him from without the State 
in which he lives. It has been asserted by some of the jobbers 
that the retailer need give himself no concern whatever about 
the law. This is a correct view in certain conditions, but 
where the retailer purchases goods outside of the State, brings 
them into the State and there sells them in original packages— 
and the regulations specifically state that the law covers both 
the wholesale and the retail package—he becomes amenable to 
the law, and is responsible for its violation should he sell “an 
original unbroken package” so brought into the State, which 
fails to comply with the requirements of the Food and Drugs 
act. 

The guaranty is especially provided by the act as a means 
of protecting the retail dealer against unwittingly transgress- 
ing the law. The wording of the law is quite sufficient evi- 
dence that where the retailer fails to avail himself of this 
means of safeguarding his dealings he lays himself open to 
prosecution. It is possible, of course, that the authorities may 
not enforce the law to its utmost letter, but should they do 
so they would undoubtedly, in such circumstances, be able to 
make considerable trouble for the retailer. 

Fortunately for the peace of mind of the retail druggist, 
the large majority of manufacturers and jobbers fully real- 
ize the fact that the furnishing of a guaranty involves no ad- 
ditional responsibility on their part, and at the same time 
gives most comforting assurance to the retail dealer. Even 
in allied lines such as in the perfumery industry, the man- 
ufacturers will, as a rule, furnish a guaranty on all such goods 
as might possibly be construed as coming within the definition 
of the term “drug” as defined by the law. 

Jobbers are likewise filing guarantys, and, on the whole, 
it seems probable that the retailer will have little trouble in 
securing either from the manufacturer or from the jobber such 
guarantys as may be needed to insure him against possible 
prosecution. 

In conclusion, we would reiterate the statement that it is 
only where the retailer buys goods outside of the State and 
delivers them to his customers in the original packages that 
he becomes amenable to the law. If these goods are accom- 
panied by a guaranty in some form, then he is fully protected. 
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Furthermore, he is not liable for goods which may be manu- 
factured outside the State, unless he has himself brought them 
into the State after January 1. Stocks which are within a 
State on January 1 are not subject to the law, and may be 
marketed within that State, irrespective of their origin and 
without any guaranty. Retailers should bear this fact in 
mind, as it will explain the absence of supplemental labels 
and guarantys from goods received from jobbers for some 
months after January 1. 


The Advance in Rubber Goods. 

The price of rubber goods has been steadily advancing, and 
the majority of manufacturers have found it necessary to in- 
crease their prices 10 percent. over previous quotations. Even 
at this advance the manufacturers assert that the margin be- 
tween the cost of production and the selling price is much less 
now than it was two years ago. The steadily growing use of 
India rubber and the difficulty, and, in fact, impossibility of 
securing any satisfactory substitute for the natural gum con- 
stitutes the prime factor in the advance in cost of the crude 
rubber. The difference in the price of the crude material is 
well shown by reference to the import statistics, from which 
we learn that in the first ten months of 1896, 26,000,000 pounds 
of the gum were imported, valued at $11,500,000, equaling 4414c¢ 
a pound. For the corresponding period of this year 53,500,000 
pounds had been imported, of the average value of 77c a pound. 
It will be seen from these figures that the average import price 
of the crude gum has advanced 73 percent. during the last 
decade. These figures, it will be remembered, refer exclusively 
to the rubber imported in the crude state and do not include 
18,000,000 pounds of old and scrap rubber, to say nothing of 
12,500,000 pounds of gutta jootalong, an article resembling rub- 
ber, and mixed with it in various industries, and nearly half a 
million pounds of gutta percha. 

The increased demand for India rubber, and the reduction 
of the natural supply, owing to the crude and often reckless 
manner in which the supplies are gathered from the rubber 
forests of South America and Africa, have resulted in the es- 
tablishment of rubber plantations in India, Ceylon, the Ma- 
layan Peninsula, and Java, and these have already given such 
assurance of success as to justify the assumption that rubber 
cultivation is to become an important industry in the tropical 
world. Experiments made in establishing rubber plantations 
in Java, the Straits Settlements, and Ceylon have been so suc- 
cessful as to justify the belief that the rubber production of 
the world will, in the not distant future, come largely from 
cultivated instead of from the natural rubber trees as at pres- 
ent. Indications seem to justify the belief that the Philippine 
and Hawaiian Islands are éapable of producing large quantities 
of this article. 

At present, the three great producing sections of the world 
are the East Indies, including British India, Ceylon, Burma, 
Straits Settlements, Java, and Borneo; Africa, including nu- 
merous foreign possessions and free States along the coast of 
Africa and Madagascar; and Mexico and South America. 

The manufacturers assert that the advance in the cost of 
a crude gum has been much greater in the medium and low 
grades than in the high, showing that the very high prices 
at which the crude gum has been held pave forced manufac- 
turers to resort to the use of lower grade gums than were for- 
merly used, and this increased demand for the lower medium 
grade has in turn been followed by a rise in prices for these 
qualities of rubber. 
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THE SCOPE OF THE NATIONAL FOOD AND DRUGS ACT.’

The Food and Drugs act introduces for the first time into 
this country a national control over interstate and foreign com- 
merce in foods and drugs. The importation of foreign drugs 
is controlled at the ports of entry under an existing law which 
was first enacted in 1848. This law not having been specifically 
repealed, I believe, under the ordinary construction, remains 
in full force except in points in which its provisions are in 
conflict with those of the new inspection law. Just how far 
the requirements of the new inspection law must be read into 
the old law is a matter of purely legal character on which I 
have no opinion. It is evident, therefore, that the application 
of the act, in so far as drugs are concerned, will be practically 
to the control of domestic commerce. 

TWO STANDARDS FOR DRUGS. 

Two standards for drugs entering into interstate commerce 
are specifically noted in the act, namely, standards as set forth 
or indicated in the United States Pharmacopeia and the Nation- 
al Formulary ; second, standards which are placed on the drugs 
themselves. Under the terms of the act it appears that any drug 
bearing a name recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary shall be held to conform in strength and 
purity to the standards therein established or indicated, whether 
they are marked U. S. P., N. F., or not. If it is desired that 
these drugs shall conform to any other standard than that of 
the established authorities, this standard must be plainly stated 
upon the label. 

Drugs which are used for technical purposes are evidently 
not included in this classification, inasmuch as the definition 
of drugs excludes all chemicals and all drugs ordinarily so used, 
employed for technical purposes. This is so clearly brought 
out in the law itself, it appears to me, as to need no further 
elucidation; yet some questions have been raised respecting a 
discrimination. As a mere suggestion, I would say that when 
substances are used both for medicinal and technical purposes, 
it would be advisable to state upon the label the fact that they 
are to be used “ for technical purposes,” when so intended, or 
to attach some other words, so as to show clearly that they 
are not to be used as drugs. In regard to certain kinds of sub- 
stances, the law presents a dual attitude. An illustration of 
this is in the case of alcoholic beverages. When these are used 
as beverages it is not necessary to —° upon the label the quan- 
tity of alcohol which they contain. . however, prescribed as 
remedies or drugs, tonics, or pean the label must bear the 
required statement. 

A question arises here of some importance in regard to these 
bodies. If the physician prescribes wine as a tonic, the patient 
may purchase this wine either of a liquor dealer or of a drug- 
gist, and the same is true, for instance, in the case of malt 
extract, which may be sold as indicated above or over the bar. 
When is an article purchased as above mentioned to be consid- 
ered as a beverage and when as a medicine? Here is a ques- 
tion of such nice legal bearings that I am unable to give any 
opinion. Theoretically, any such package should bear the per- 
centage of alcohol therein contained; practically, it would be 
rather difficult to enforce such a regulation. 


NO STANDARDS FOR PROPRIETARY REMEDIES. 

The most striking feature of the Food and Drugs act is that 
relating to the practical exemption from supervision as to the 
standards of the so called proprietary remedies. Just why the 
United States Pharmacopewia and National Formulary remedies 
should be subjected to such a rigid standard, and practically 
the same mixtures be allowed to go uninspected, is a question 
of importance. This is no more strange, however, than the laws 
regulating the practice of medicine and pharmacy. Those who 
are legitimately engaged in the practice of these professions 
are required to take a long course in preparatory training and

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to secure a license after examination before State and municipal 
boards in medicine and pharmacy, and even then they are re- 
quired to practice their professions under the strict supervision 
of the law. On the other hand, the quack doctor or the pro- 
prietor of a fake remedy may practice medicine through the 
public press and dispense drugs in the same manner, through 
the mails, with the aid of the express companies, without any 
medical or pharmaceutical training whatever, without securing 
any license or paying any fees, or without being subjected to 
any kind of inspection, save in the placing of the names of a 
few drugs upon his labels and refraining from misrepresenta- 
tion, as stipulated by the Federal act. In other words, that 
part of medicine and pharmacy which least needs a supervision 
of the law is practically the only part which comes under its 
supervision, while the unspeakable abuses which attend the 
other branch or remedies go practically unchecked. It is 
hoped that when amendments are made to the law they will 
be of a character to at least impose equally rigid inspection upon 
proprietary remedies. My experience with these remedies is 
purely of an academie character, but in the last few months 
I have had presented to me hundreds of labels of proprietary 
remedies and also the formulas of the articles. The infor- 
mation submitted has brought out many interesting features, of 
which I shall mention only two. A Jarge majority of all the 
proprietary remedies are made by manufacturing firms whose 
names appear nowhere upon the label, and who would be, I am 
sure, heartily ashamed to have them there. Most of these 
proprietary remedies are compounds of well known drugs, most 
of which appear in the United States Pharmacopeeia or Nation- 
al Formulary, and doubtless are copies of ordinary prescrip- 
tions. That first-class firms should lend their influence or coun- 
tenance to a thing of this kind is almost incredible. 

A few days ago I read a letter of consolation written by a 
manufacturing firm to a promoter of a great female remedy, 
so-called, assuripg him that the prescription or medicine which 
this firm manufactured for him would bear every test of the 
Pure Food and Drugs act, and that he need have no fear in giv- 
ing his guaranty. In point of fact the guaranty should be 
given by the manufacturer of the remedy, and not simply by the 
seller and advertiser thereof. The prescription is simple 
enough and doubtless wholly ethical, but the use to which it is 
put is something which transgresses every law of ethical 
propriety, whether on the part of the manufacturer who makes 
the stuff for the profit or of the dealer who advertises it. 


THE AIM OF THE AUTILORITIES, 


There are many other points which naturally present them- 
selves in connection with the drug part of the Food and Drugs 
act. I need hardly assure this pudience that, in so far as the 
Department of Agriculture is concerned, this act will be en- 
forced in the letter of its terms and the spirit of its purpose; 
that is, in harmony with the ethical principles of pharmacy 
and medicine. We shall do all we can to conserve these prin- 
ciples in the drug trade as it passes from State to State, having 
in view the noble purposes of the two great professions in- 
terested, namely, the alleviation of suffering and the treatment 
of diseases. To this end we shall labor to see that the drugs 
which shall pass from State to State are pure and up to the 
standard of strength required, and that the proprietary reme- 
dies bear the legend which the law requires, and that their 
labels be free from any statement. design, or device which is 
false and misleading in any particular. If this last can be 
secured in the spirit of the act, it seems to me it will put an end 
forever to the disgraceful condition in which our country now 
finds itself, flooded, as it is, with remedies for the laity, ad- 
vertised falsely, and reaching, through the public press, every 
home and hamlet of our country.

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THE RETAILER AND THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT.’

The Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, as the National 
pure food and drugs law is officially termed, applies in the 
first instance to manufacturers and wholesale dealers, and 
only in a secondary way to retail dealers. Owing to the limi- 
tations imposed on federal authority by the Constitution of 
the United States, which reserves to each individual State all 
powers not specifically delegated to the general government, 
the act has no force in transactions which are carried on 
wholly within a State, but governs only transactions involving 
commerce between the States and those which occur in terri- 
tory immediately under the jurisdiction of the United States 
Government. The solicitor of the Department of Agriculture 
has furnished an opinion to the effect that the term “ terri- 
tory” as used in the act includes Porto Rico, Isle of Pines, 
Philippine Islands, Guam and all other possessions of the 
United States outside of its boundaries prior to 1898. 

WHAT IS A DRUG? 

The law defines the term “drug” as including “all medi- 
eines and preparations recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopeia or National Formulary for external or internal use, 
and any substance or mixture of substances intended to be 
used for the cure, mitigation or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals.” This is a very comprehensive defi- 
nition and includes a great many things which are not con- 
sidered as drugs under some local laws. 

THE DEFINITION OF FOOD. 

The law under section 6 defines the term “ food” as includ- 
ing “all articles used for food, drink, confectionery or con- 
diment by man or other animal, whether simple, mixed, or 
compound.” This definition is of interest to druggists, since 
many carry confectionery, fruit juices, etce., which come 
within the meaning of the act as food, a term which also in- 
cludes flavoring extracts. 

AN ORIGINAL UNBROKEN PACKAGE. 

The law deals only with the original unbroken package, 
which is defined in the rules and regulations prepared for the 
guidance of the officials charged with the administration of 
the law as meaning “the original package, carton, case, can, 
box, barrel, bottle, phial or other receptacle put up by the 
manufacturer, to which the label is attached, or which may 
be suitable for the attachment of a label, making one complete 
package of the food or drug article. The original package 
contemplated includes both the wholesale and the retail pack- 
age.” 

THE RETAILER WHO BUYS WHOLLY WITHIN HIS OWN STATE. 

Since the law applies only to interstate commerce and to 
commerce within the territories of the United States the re- 
tail druggist not located in the territorjes who buys all his 
goods through a jobber located in his own State and who does 
not ship any goods outside the State need give himself no 
further concern with the act, for he is not engaged either as 
shipper or recipient in commerce. The mere fact 
that the goods on his shelves are of foreign origin is immate- 
rial so long as they are not brought into the State by himself.

THE RETAILER WHO BUYS GOODS FROM WITHOUT THE STATE. 
Where the retailer does not confine his purchases to dealers 
within his own State he is engaged in interstate commerce 
within the meaning of the act, which provides that “any person 
who shall ship or deliver for shipment from any State of Terri 
tory or the District of Columbia, to any other State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or 
who shall receive in any State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia from any other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia or foreign country, and having so received, shall 
deliver, in original unbroken packages, for pay or otherwise ” 
any adulterated or misbranded article shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. In view of the definition of the term “origi-

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nal unbroken package given above it will be seen that 
where the retailer in New York purchases from a manufac- 
turer or jobber in Michigan a gross of white pine cough syrup 
and sells one of the bottles as put up by the manufacturer to 
a customer over his counter the transaction comes within the act 
and therefore the “original unbroken package” (the bottle of 
White Pine Syrup Compound) must comply as to labeling with 
the requirements of the act. If the package does not comply 
with these requirements the retailer can be held responsible 
unless he can shift the responsibility by proving that the man- 
ufacturer has given him a guaranty that the goods in question 
do conform to the requirements of the law. If he can show 
that he has such a guaranty he is absolved from all further 
responsibility. 
THE GUARANTY. 

The law provides that no dealer will be liable to prosecution 
“if he can establish that the goods were sold under a guaranty 
by the wholesaler, manufacturer, jobber, dealer or other parties 
residing in the United States from whom purchased.” This 
guaranty may be given in writing and attached to each item 
guaranteed, or may be attached to or form a part of each Dill 
of sale or invoice, or a general guaranty may be filed with the 
Secretary of Agriculture by the manufacturer or dealer assum- 
ing the responsibility. The Secretary of Agriculture will assign 
a serial number to this guaranty, which number shall appear 
upon each and every package of goods sold under such guar- 
anty, with the words “ Guaranteed under the Food and Drugs 
Act, June 30, 1906.” The furnishing of such a guaranty neither 
adds to nor detracts from the responsibility of the guarantor. 
It merely furnishes the dealer, through whose hands the goods 
may pass, with the assurance that the person issuing the guar- 
anty is willing to assume the responsibility for any failure on 
the part of the goods to comply with the law, and thus shifts 
the responsibility from the dealer in whose hands the mis- 
branded or adulterated article may be found to the person 
really responsible for its character. 

Many jobbers have already filed blanket guaranties with the 
department at Washington and will print upon their bill heads 
a statement to the effect that all the goods sold by them are 
guaranteed to conform to the requirements of the Food and 
Drugs Act, All goods purchased under such a guaranty may 
be sold with impunity by the retail druggist, provided, of 
course, that he can prove to the satisfaction of the authorities, 
first, that any particular goods the standing of which may be 
called into question were the identical goods indicated on the 
bill of lading bearing this guaranty. and second that the guar- 
antor really had in fact deposited his general guaranty at the 
office of the Secretary of Agriculture as claimed on the bill of 
lading. The mere appearance of the statement “ Guaranteed 
under thesFood and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, serial number 

is not conclusive evidence that the guaranty really has 
been filed as claimed. 

It should be borne in mind, of course, that the act applies 
only to “original unbroken packages.” Consequently when a 
five-pound package of ipecac root is received by the druggist 
and opened by him the contents no longer come within the pro- 
visions of the act, so long as it remains within the State in 
which the package is opened. But if he buys a proprietary 
remedy or a drug of any kind through his jobber, the jobber 
being located in another Stnte, and sells this in the same pack- 
age in which it reached him from the jobber, the transaction 
does come within the meaning of the act. 

Even without having any guarantee the retailer who sells 
an original package might be able to prove the responsibility 
of the manufacturer. But in view of the fact that the law 
specifically states that the dealer will not be held responsible 
for misbranding of goods sold by him, provided he can estab- 
lish a guarantee may be taken as an indication that he is liable 
under the law, unless he can establish this guarantee, a view in 
which several attorneys who have furnished opinions on this 
subject coincide. 


AN ADVERTISING OPPORTUNITY. 
The enterprising pharmacist should avail himself of every 
legitimate opportunity to range himself on the side of purity 
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and right, and the enactment of this law offers just such an 
opportunity. By issuing a suitable circular concerning the act 
the pharmacist cannot only array himself in the public eye on 
the side of right, but can also save, himself from some annoy- 
ance in explaining the reason for such changes in the labels 
of proprietary remedies as may be made in order to bring them 
into accord with the requirement of the law. Below I present 
with considerable diffidence a suggestion for the wording of 
such a circular: 





The Federal Pure 
Food and Drugs Act 


which goes into effect Janu- 
ary 1,1906, subiects all man- 
ufacturers and dealers in 
foods and drugs to severe 
penalties for adulte-ating or 
misbranding thefr products. 
The enforcement of this law 
will have the effect of driving 
out of interstate commerce 
much of the cheap, worthless 
and spurious drugs with 
which the market has been 
flooded and will enable us to 
give even better assurance 
than ever to our patrons as 
to the drugs we sell. 


Our Goods Guaranteed 


All our goods are guaranteed 
to comply with the require- 
ments ot the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act and our patrons 
may therefore rest assured 
as to their quality. 

The point aimed at in the 
law is to provide against any 
misrepresentation on the 
part of either maker or dealer 
and alsoto give notice when 
a preparation contains any 
one of the drugs named he- 
low, with a view to protecting 
the user from the possibility

CHANGE IN LABELS 


This law provides amongst 
other thinos that any mea 
icine or drug entering into 
interstate commerce which 
contains alcohol or certain 
narcotic and analgetic drugs 
named in the act, shall bear 
upon theirlabels a statement 
of the amount of such alco- 
hol or drug The Kst of 
drugs named in the act in- 
cludes alcohol, morphine, 
opium, cocaine, heroin, al- 
pha or beta eucaine, chloro- 
form and cannabis indica, 
chloral hydrate or acetani- 
lide, or any derivative or 
preparation of any such sub- 
stances. In carrying out 
this requirement of the act 
it will be neceesary that 
changes he madein the lebels 
of many proprietary prepa- 
rations in which some one or 
more of these drugs mav be 
present. We wish tocallthe 
attention of our patrons to 
the fact that such changes 
may be looked for and that 
the appearance of such 
changes is not necessarilly 
an indication of any change 
In the composition of the 
remedies. 











Where the law applies directly as in the District of Co- 
lumbia, the Territories of the United States and New York 
City, (through the action of the local health authorities) some 
changes would be required in the phraseology of the circular. 
In fact, the wording here given is intended to be used more 
as a general suggestion as to the manner of treating the sub- 
ject than as a model to be copied literally. 

WHERE THE LAW APPLIES DIRECTLY. 

As stated above, the law applies directly in the District of 
Columbia and in the Territories of the United States. When 
I asked the bureau for information regarding the details of 
the method of application of the law in the District of Co- 
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lumbia I was told that this matter was in the hands of the 
Department of Justice, and that the Bureau preferred to say 
nothing until an opinion had been rendered on the subject. 
Later, I had an interview with Samuel L. Hilton, of Washing- 
ton, who informed me that as chairman of a committee rep- 
resenting the druggists of the District of Columbia he had in- 
terviewed the Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry on the sub- 
ject and that an understanding had been reached to the effect 
that where a preparation was dispensed from a stock bottle, 
the bottle into which it was put for delivery to the customer 
would not be considered as an “ original unbroken package” 
and need not bear on its label a statement as regards the pres- 
ence of any of the drugs enumerated in the law which might 
be present. But if bottles are filled, labeled and set aside on 
the shelves ready to hand out to customers they would be con- 
sidered as “original unbroken packages” within the meaning 
of the act and required to bear the information required under 
the law. This information is of interest as an indication of 
the troubles which may be in store for the retail druggist in 
such States as enact laws identical with the Federal act with- 
out any compensating advantage to the public. In conclusion, 
I wish to impress upon the retailer the fact that the passage 
of this law is sure to be followed by State legislation along 
similar lines. If the pharmacist comes forward and takes the 
initiative he may be able to so mold the legislation as to min- 
imize the annoyance to which he may be subjected and at the 
same time accomplish the essential features of the law. These 
essential aims are: 

(1). Assurance against adulteration and misrepresentation 
on the part of the maker or dealer, and (2), due notification 
to the public of the presence of any of the drugs enumerated 
in the law so as to obviate the possibility of the consumer ac- 
quiring a drug habit unwillingly. These praiseworthy aims 
have the hearty support of the entire drug trade save for that 
small and disreputable portion of it which as a pharmacist 1 
am happy to say is wholly outside the pale of pharmacy. 


Pagenstecher’s Ointment,—To the November number of 
the Ophthalmoscope Dr. W. Harrison Martindale has communi- 
cated a note on the preparation of yellow mercuric oxide oint- 
ment, the points dealt with beirg how to get the oxide in a 
state of impalpable powder and the most suitable basis for the 
ointment. It is well known, remarks the Chemist and Drug- 
gist, that Hofmann, the Wiesbaden apotheker who dispensed 
Dr. UH. Pagenstecher’s prescriptions, used freshly precipt- 
tated oxide for the ointment, but few have been able to 
get the remarkably fine powder that he did. -It is now 
known that he worked in the dark with very dilute solutions 
of mercuric chloride and caustié soda, and dehydrated the 
moist precipitate by washing with alcohol, then with ether. 
Drying the moist precipitate in the air is one of the points to 
which Dr. Martindale addressed himself, and his results in 
respect to this and the selection of a basis are sufficiently 
shown in his “ conclusion,” as follows: ; 

We recommend the yellow mercuric oxide to be freshly 
precipitated and converted into ointment without preliminary 
drying. This can be effected by taking the equivalent of mer- 
curie chloride to start with. Supposing we wish to manufacture 
10 lb. of the ointment of 10 percent. strength. Now, 214.68 
parts of HgO are produced from 269.18 of HgCl, therefore 
269.18 
—_—- = 1,254 Ib. of corrosive sublimate will produce 1 Ib. 
214.68 
of yellow mercuric oxide on precipitation, as directed, with sod- 
ium hydroxide, This is carefully washed and pressed in suit- 
able linen free from “ fluff,” and finally in this moist condition 
is made up to 10 Ib. with paraffinum molle. The amount of 
moisture in the precipitate is easily ascertained and is reduci- 
ble, by pressing, to a very small amount. Weaker strengths 
ean then be prepared from this 10 percent. bulk, as desired, by 
dilution with paraffinum molle. If kept exposed to light, 
yellow ointment may on long exposure turn dark on the sur- 
face. If desired, the ointment may be kept under water, or be 
placed into small collapsible tubes. We have examined the 
contents of such tubes two years after preparation, and find 
the same in good condition. The ointment is usually manu- 
factured in strengths of yellow oxide as follows: 1.25, 2.5, 4, 5, 
8, and 10 percent. 
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THE ASSAY PROCESSES OF U. S. PHARMACOP@€IA VIII. 
A Symposium. 


[In response to requests the AMERICAN DrucGist has been 
favored by several chemists connected with manufacturing 
houses with expressions of opinion regarding the assay proc- 
esses official in the eighth decennial revision of the United 
States Pharmacopeia. An exhaustive and especially valuable 
report was made by William T. Hankey, chemist and member 
of the firm of Benton, Hall & Co., Cleveland, Ohio, and we lead 
off with this. ] 

Report of the Chemist of Benton, Hall & Co. 
ACETONE. 

We have examined a good many samples of the commer- 
cial article, and have always found the specific gravity to run 
from .7880 to .7889 instead of .790, as given. Would suggest 
that a minimum and maximum gravity be given. As a rule, 
this grade nearly meets the requirements as regards boiling 
point. 

When subjected to fractional distillation in a 100 Ce. three- 
bulb Ladenburg flask, correction of 2-10 degree being made for 


stem exposure, but no correction for barometric pressure, it 

usually distills as follows:

ASAF@TIDA. 

It does not seem possible to obtain powdered asafetida 


that will contain the required 50 percent. alcohol soluble mat- 
ter. Our records on the last 25 samples examined show a 
variation of from 8.85 to 28.66 percent., the majority of the 
samples ranging from 18 to 22 percent. As a rule, the re- 
quired 10 percent. ash is largely exceeded. and subject to wide 
variation ranging from 20 to 60 percent. We question whether 
the powdered article with the required 50 percent. alcohol 
soluble matter would tend to remain in a powdered condition 
for any great length of time if subject to ordinary methods 
of storing. The natural gum is obtainable of standard qual- 
ity, but if great care is not exercised in sampling an erroneous 
conclusion may be expected. 


ALUM. 


We have had no difficulty in procuring lump alum that 
meets the requirements, but the powdered article usually con- 
tains small amounts of ammonia, and is not always entirely 
soluble in water. 

AMMONIUM CHLORIDE. 


A good commercial granular ammonium chloride that is 
white and sightly usually contains from 1% to 2 percent. non- 
volatile matter, consisting of sodium sulphate and chloride, 
with traces of calcium and iron. It is possible, of course, to 
get a higher grade at a very much increased price. Although 
we firmly believe that the quality of a medicinal agent should 
be above reproach, we sometimes doubt whether in this in- 
stance the end sought justifies the means. 


ANTIMONY ET POTASS. TARTRATE. 


We have examined numerous samples extending over a 
period of 15 years, and have found none that were entirely 
free from arsenic; the amounts found have been usually quite 
small. 

ACID TARTARIC. 


The best commercial acid obtainable by us we find is 
nearly 100 percent. pure. but usually shows by the U. S. P. 
method slight traces of heavy metals, usually a mixture of lead 
and zinc. 

ALOES. 


The powdered article usually runs 85 to 95 percent. soluble 
in alcohol. The U. S. P. states it should form a nearly clear 
solution when warmed with alcohol and allowed to cool, which 
is rather indefinite. A satisfactory method of valuation based 
on the aloin content would be of great value. 

ACONITE. 

We uniformly get lower results, averaging 0.4 percent. aconi- 
tine, rather than the required amount—viz.. 0.5 percent., and 
have found the prescribed method of assay rather tedious, on 
account of the low temperature at which the evaporation must 
be conducted. The addition of purified sand or ground pumice 


facilitates the filtration, but at best it is a tedious operation. 
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More reliable results in some instances might be expected if 
the drug were previously dried to constant weight at a tem- 
perature of 60 degrees C., instead of using the air dried drug, 
which is liable to contain varying amounts of moisture. 

BALSAM PERU. 

The following results, recently obtained on five samples, 
fairly represent the different samples we have examined on 
previous occasions:

In estimating cinnamein better results would be obtained, 
we think, if the entire amount of ether used in shaking out was 
evaporated and the percentage of residue calculated from the 
original amount of balsam taken, thus eliminating a chance 
of error in attempting to weigh exactly 51.5 Gm. of the volatile 
ether solution. The original amount of balsam taken could be 
weighed directly into a separating funnel, and treated with 
alkali and ether in the funnel. 

The U. S. P. limits the amount of acid resins by stating 
that not more than 2 Cc. one-half normal alcoholic potassa 
should be required to produce a pink color with 1 Gm. of 
balsam and 1 Ce. phenolphthalien solution. This corresponds 
to an acid number of 55.7, as stated above. It will be noted 
that none of the samples we have examined have run this low. 
We have experienced considerable difficulty in determining the 
end reaction on adding the alcoholic potash solution on ac- 
count of the precipitate which is formed after such addition. 
Filtering after each addition, or adding an excess and titrating 
back, does not seem to help matters. and the aqueous sol. potash 
seems to give nearly as good results in our hands as the alco- 
holic solution. 

. BELLADONNA LEAVES. 


The following percentages of mydriatic alkaloids—viz. : 285, 
246, .230, .250, .360, .805, .236, 404, .516, .510—were obtained 
from samples representing ten different lots of powdered and 
whole belladonna leaves, when assayed by the process of the 
new U. S. P., with the exception that we prefer to continue the 
percolation with ether alcohol to exhaustion, rather than to use 
the limited amount given in the U. S. P. method, which in our 
hands does not as a rule extract all of the alkaloids. It is also 
our practice to redissolve the alkaloidal residue in 2 or 3 Ce. 
ether before adding the 1-10 normal sulphuric acid, as any 
resinous matter present cannot then envelop a portion of the 
alkaloids and lower the results. We have been able to get much 
more uniform results with these modifications. 

Hematoxylin, as an indicator, gives lower results in our hands 
than iodeosin, and the end reaction is not as distinct. In our 
opinion the amount of alkaloids should be based on the drug 
dried to constant weight at some definite temperature, rather 
than the air dried drug, which is always subject to considerable 
variation, owing to different atmospheric conditions, place of 
storage, ete. In some instances we have found samples taken 
from different parts of the same bale to show a wide variation 
in amount of alkaloids, the difference being verified by two 
different workers, each making duplicate assays. It would 
seem, therefore, that there is no certainty that a given lot of 
the whole leaves is of standard strength, even if a sample shows 
the proper amount of alkaloid on assay. 

Since there is so much variation in the amount of alkaloids 
would it not be well to either specify the powdered or ground 
article, or allow for the natural variation? While we have 
not subjected bales of other drugs to the same test, as regards 
variation, we have found considerable variation in the strength 
of different bales of the same drug, and it would be natural to 
infer that the same bale might also vary to some extent at least. 
This is quite a serious matter from the jobbers’ point of view, 
as he has no positive assurance that each small parcel sent out 
will fully meet requirements, even after he has determined by 
assay that a sample of the original bale was fully up to stand- 
ard. 

BENZOIN. 


Sumatra benzoin is allowed with the specification that it 
should be almost soluble in five parts warm alcoho]. Our eX- 
perience has been that a good grade usually runs 70 to 80 per- 
cent. soluble in alcohol, and the ash usually between 2 and 2% 
percent., and sometimes as high as 3 percent. As the benzoin 
taken from one part of an original package will usually contain 
a considerably different amount of alcoho) soluble matter from 
that in other parts of the same package, the method of sampling 
is of extreme importance. 
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We have been unable to obtain a U. S. P. article, except at 
something like double the price of a good commercial article. 


BENZINUM. 


The statement that the boiling point of benzin is 45 to 60 
degrees C. is somewhat ambiguous to us. We assume that what 
is meant is that it should entirely distill between these tempera- 
atures. If this is not what is meant the statement amounts to 
very little, as a great variety of mixtures of light and heavy 
hydrocarbons would on a simple boiling point determination 
meet the requirements, 

We have been unable, even after repeated fractioning, to 
produce a fraction that would entirely distill between the points 
given. We would consider it more definite to state how it 
should distill when subjected to fractional distillation under 
prescribed conditions. 


CALAMUS. 


Possibly the official unpeeled rhizome is preferable for some 
purposes, but a consumer as a rule prefers the peeled variety, 
such as he has always been accustomed to. For this reason 
it might be well to at least recognize the demand of the con- 
sumer by allowing the peeled rhizome to be used for dispensing 
purposes, in order that the party who sells it may not be 
technically violating the Food and Drugs law every time he 
furnishes it, without an explanation to a patron ordering cal- 
amus. 

If it is undesirable to make the peeled variety official the 
same result could be accomplished by changing the U. S. P. 
title, so that the general public would not call the unofficial 
variety by the official name. 


CANTHARIDES. 


We have wondered why the Chinese cantharides is not al- 
lowed. We have found it to usually contain nearly double the 
amount of cantharidin found in the more expensive Russian 
variety. We have always found the commercial powder to 
meet the requirements as regards ash, even when a microscop- 
ical examination revealed a large percentage of foreign matter. 
Several samples which have come under our observation were 
less scientifically adulterated in that they contained a con- 
siderable percentage of starchy matter, which addition would 
not in any way exclude them if the percentage of ash had been 
too implicitly relied upon. 

A reliable assay process would be a desirable addition. 


. CARBON DISULPHIDE. 


We have usually found the article, of commerce to contain 
varying amounts of dissolved sulphur, but otherwise U. S. P. 


COCCUS. 


We have experienced considerable difficulty in securin 
cochineal which would yield the small amount of ash specified 
—viz., 6 percent. The great majority of lots run considerably 
in excess of this amount. 

A method of valuation based on the tinctorial power in con- 
junction with a dye test that would exclude coal tar colors 
would be of great value in the examination of the powdered 
article. 

CETACEUM. 

The melting point we find to usually range from 421% to 44% 
degrees C., rarely the required 45 degrees C. The test to show 
absence of stearic acid will lead to erroneous conclusions un- 
less the acetic acid is very concentrated and the amount used 
carefully regulated as an excess will so dilute the solution in 
alcohol as to afford a precipitate when no stearic acid is pres- 
ent. 

We would suggest that a definite amount of the glacial 
acetic acid be prescribed, and, as a further precaution, which 
would, in our opinion, tend to more satisfactory and definite 
results, instructions be given to determine the acid number, 
which. of course, should be zero. 

FORMALDEHYDE. 

We have no difficulty in procuring of standard strength. 
We prefer, however, the Legler method of assay as modified 
by Smith to the U. S. P. method, as it gives in our hands more 
concordant results. There has been some little confusion 
caused on account of commercial usage designating the percent- 
age strength by volume—viz., 40 percent.—while the U. S. P. 
standard is based on the percentage by weight, which is, of 
course, considerably less. 

Although the U. S. P. designation is entirely proper, a word 
of explanation would avoid this confusion. 


GELATIN, 


The statement that this article is inodorous is to us rather 
indefinite, as a gelatin that is inodorous when perfectly dry 
and cool, may show a very disagreeable odor on being dis- 
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solved in water and the solution warmed on a water or steam 
bath. 

The better grades will give very little, if any, odor when 
subjected to this treatment. The relative firmness of the jelly 
formed with a 1 to 50 aqueous solution is also an important 
factor in grading, as there is considerable variation; the bet- 
ter grades uniformly producing the firmest jelly. 


GENTIAN. 


We have noted a considerable variation in the amount of 
alcohol extractive in different lots of whole, ground and pow- 
dered gentian. Some of the samples below mentioned were of 
known purity, while all of the others were classed as pure, after 
a thorough microscopical examination. The following results on 
10 samples is enough to show the usual variation met with:

It is our practice to use this method of grading after first 
determining purity, and we submit it with the idea that it may 
possibly be of some service. The method we employ is, with 
slight modification, that given for determining the alcoholic 
extractive of spices in Bulletin No. 65, provisional methods 
for the analysis of foods issued by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

GUAIAC. 

The great majority of the samples examined exceeded the 
15 percent. limit of insoluble matter, some samples running 
as high as 29 percent. insoluble, and others as low as 2.25 per- 
cent. The amount of ash ranging from 0.50 to 6.40 percent. 
We have been able, however, to secure this article that would 
meet the requirements. 

We have never been able to determine the acid number with 
any degree of accuracy by the U. S. P. method, as the change in 
color of the solution on addition of alkali obscures the end 
reaction. 

In order that the results of an examination may properly 
represent a given lot, the method of taking sample is of extreme 


importance. 
HYDRASTIS. 


We have experienced little difficulty in securing this article 
of a quality that meets all requirements. In assaying this 
drug, however, we have never been able to get the alkaloid 
perfectly white, as the yellow alkaloid always was present in 
sufficient quantities to impart a marked yellow color. While 
the use of an aliquot portion of the ether solution is perhaps 
convenient, we doubt whether it will lead to the best results 
as a general proposition. 

As stated in connection with, some of the many assay 
processes, we think more satisfactory results would be obtain- 
able if the drug to be assayed was previously dried to constant 
weight at some specified temperature. The necessity of this 
will be apparent to those who have purchased a drug on assay, 
and have had occasion to verify the assay made months before 
by another chemist in a different section of the country, whose 
sample contained several percent. less moisture. 

IPECAC. 

At least 75 percent. of the samples of powdered ipecac as- 
sayed contained less than the required 2 percent. of alkaloids, 
a fair average being about 1.75 percent. We have, however, 
been able to secure an article that will meet requirements. We 
prefer iodeosin to hematoxylin as an indicator. 

JALAP.

The above represents eight different lots of powdered jalap 
examined according to the present official process. We con- 
sider this method a marked improvement over the tedious sev- 
enth revision method. The samples show the characteristic 
variation in quality that is usual to the powdered article of 
commerce. It will be noted that Nos. 5 and 8 are the only 
ones that fully meet requirements, and that although No. 1 
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does not meet requirements, it could be made to pass muster 
with the judicious admixture of say 33 percent. of inert ma- 
terial, or by mixing with a powdered jalap showing a smaller 
proportion of ether soluble resins. 

MAGNESIUM OXIDE. 

We have found it a rather difficult matter to secure a light 
calcined magnesia which will gelatinize when one part is mixed 
with 15 parts water, although the fresh article usually meets 
other requirements, with the exception that it, as a rule, ex- 
ceeds the limit in amount of iron. 

MAGNESIUM SULPHATE. 

The commercial article as we get it is white and sightly, 
and will meet all requirements, except that it contains a small 
quantity of iron. As the amount of iron present is very small, 
we doubt whether it detracts from the efficacy of the salt 
enough to warrant paying several hundred percent. more for a 
strictly U. S. P. article. 

MANGANESE DIOXIDE. 

The precipitated article we have not found to be a regular 
article of commerce, and when obtainable the price is out of 
all proportion to its value as compared with the ordinary ar- 
ticle containing from 70 to 90 percent. MnO,.

THE ESTIMATION OF STRYCHNINE IN NUX VOMICA BY 
THE NITRIC ACID PROCESS.’ 
By M. H. WEBSTER AND R. C. PUuRSEL. 
[From the Laboratory of McKesson & Robbins. ] 

Since Gerock first isolated strychnine from the total alka- 
loids of nux vomica by nitrating the brucine, numerous meth- 
ods have been suggested whereby the alkaloidal nature of the 
brucine might be totally destroyed without affecting the strych- 
nine. Divergent opinions on the accuracy of the various 
processes have been expressed, and much controversy has 
ensued. 

The adoption in U. S. P. VIII. of Gordin’s modification of 
the Keller process has but served to stimulate such discussion, 
until there is at present none more interesting, and, in view 
of the strict rulings of the Food and Drugs Commission, no 
more important question before the pharmaceutical chemist 
than the determination of strychnine in nux vomica. 

In Gerock’s* process the total alkaloids are converted into 
picrates and treated with diluted nitric acid. This destroys 
the brucine picrate, leaving unaltered the strychnine salt 
which is collected and weighed. 

Nagelvoort® has found a modification of this process to give 
satisfactory results at low temperatures. 

Keller* discards the preliminary conversion of the alkaloids 
into picrates. One Ce. of nitric acid (1.42) is added to a solu- 
tion of (approximately) 0.3 Gm. of total alkaloids in 10 Ce. 
H,SO, 10 percent., and at the end of 1% hours the liquid is 
made alkaline with ammonia and shaken out by means of 
chloroform. 

Howard’ found Keller’s process accurate if conducted at 
0 C. While endorsing his (Howard’s) opinion, Reynolds and 
Sutcliffe’ call attention to the influence of nitrous acid on the 
oxidation of the brucine, and recommend that the decomposi- 
tion be stopped immediately when the nitration of the brucine 
is completed. 

Gordin’ indisputably proved that in carrying out Keller’s 
process partial oxidation of the strychnine occurs. In Gordin’s 
process (now official) the total alkaloids from 10 Cc. fluid- 
extract are dissolved in 15 Cc. of H,SO, 3 percent. After cool- 
ing, 3 Ce. of a mixture of nitric acid and water (equal vol- 
umes) is added, and at the end of 10 minutes the solution is 
make alkaline and shaken out with chloroform. 

Lenton® obtained erratic results with Gordin’s process and 
considers it not comparable with the ferrocyanide process. 
Farr and Wright’ operated on 0.084 Gm. brucine by Gordin’s

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process and recovered 0.0767 Gm. alkaloid (91.3 percent.). 
They suggest warming the solution of alkaloids to 122° F. 
before adding the nitric acid mixture. 

Operating on 10 Cec. of a fluidextract by the U. 8. P. 
process, we extracted the total alkaloids in the usual way, and 
dissolved them in 15 Ce. 3 percent. sulphuric acid. On adding 
the 3 Ce. of nitric acid mixture, as directed, no change in 
color took place, and, at the end of 10 minutes, the mixture 
was only faintly straw-colored. Proceeding with the process, 
we obtained 0.171 Gm. of alkaloid by titration. From this 
neutral solution the alkaloid was again extracted secundum 
artem, and dissolved as before in 15 Cc. 3 percent. sulphuric 
acid, 8 Ce. of nitric acid mixture was added, and, at the end 
of ten minutes, the mixture, now slightly yellow in color, 
yielded 0.157 Gm. alkaloid. 

For experimental purposes the total alkaloids were ex- 
tracted from 100 Ce. of the fluidextract by the U. S. P. method, 
and dissolved in weak sulphuric acid. Three aliquot portions, 
each representing 10 Cc. of fluidextract yielded, after nitra- 
tion by the official method, 0.167 Gm., 0.109 Gm., 0.118 Gm. 
respectively of alkaloid, reckoned as strychnine—results some- 
what discouraging. 

EXPERIMENTS WITH PURE ALKALOIDS. 

We tried the process on pure alkaloids and obtained the

The results were decidedly interesting; while previously 
we were prepared to agree with those who considered the proc- 
ess faulty, these latter experiments seemingly justified all the 
claims of its author. Anyway we set out to discover, if pos- 
sible, the unknown conditions which modified the action of 
the nitric acid on the brucine. 

Gordin’s process presumably depends upon the nitration of 
the brucine when the total alkaloids are dissolved in an acid 
mixture consisting of 10 percent. U. S. P. nitrie acid (by vol- 
ume), and 3 per cent. sulphuric acid (by weight). It was 
found that 0.1 Gm. of brucine dissolved in 15 Ce. of such a 
mixture (using acids strictly pure) yielded a water white so- 
lution which remained colorless during 48 hours at ordinary 
temperatures. 

A solution of pure brucine was prepared, which contained 
0.1 Gm. of the alkaloid in 15 Ce. sulphuric acid 3 percent. 
and to different portions of 15 Ce., 3 Ce. of the nitric acid mix- 
ture (HNO, 1 vol., water, 1 vol.) was added in the following 
different ways :— 

Leperiment (a). The nitric acid mixture was allowed to 
trickle gently down the side of the beaker containing the solu- 
tion of brucine, and remain as a separate layer at the bottom. 
In about 30 seconds this layer became pink, then gradually 
red. At the end of two minutes the beaker was rotated. 

Result: Bright red mixture giving at the end of 10 minutes 
no reactions for alkaloids. 

Experiment (b). The solution of brucine was rotated while 
the nitric acid mixture was being added, so as to thoroughly 
mix the acids immediately on coming in contact. 

Result: Water white mixture which had a faint yellow 
tinge after 24 hours. 

Brucine recovered at end of that time 0.91 Gm.—i. e.: 91 
percent. 

Experiment (c). The nitric acid mixture was added in 4 
haphazard manner, and beaker rotated as directed in the offi- 
cial process. 

Results: Various, usually the mixture remained colorless, 
sometimes it became red. 

Farr and Wright suggest heating the solution of alkaloids 
to 122 degrees F. before adding the nitric acid. Accordingly 
these experiments were repeated at that temperature. 
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The results were the same as before; experiment (a) gave 
a red liquid; (b), a colorless mixture which remained so over 
night, and (c), a mixture red or colorless, as luck would have 
it. 

The foregoing experiments were repeated, using different 
samples of nitric acid, those containing traces of hyponitric 
acid affected the brucine much more readily than an acid 
strictly pure. 

KebJer and Hoover found traces of this impurity in two 
out of four samples of C, P. nitric acid they examined.” 

Lesides the various methods of adding the nitric acid, the 
absence, or varying proportion, if present, of the lower oxides 
of nitrogen may possibly account for the astonishing lack of 
uniformity in the results of different operators. The pres- 
euce of the lower oxides of nitrogen in nitric acid, either as 
an impurity or as the first product of the reaction, is often 
necessary to start the nitration of organic compounds. In 
the experiment (a), by allowing the strong nitric acid to re- 
main in contact with the brucine solution this desideratum is 
obtained. It seemed reasonable to infer from this, that if the 
preliminary reduction of the nitric acid were prevented, the 
production of di-nitro-brucine would not take place. Accord- 
ingly a few drops of hydrogen dioxide solution were added 
to a portion of the acid solution of brucine, and the strong 
nitrie acid mixture was trickled down the side of the beaker. 
It formed a distinct colorless layer at the bottom, which 
showed no trace of color in several hours. 

To another portion of the brucine solution 1 Ce. of a so- 
lution of sodium nitrite was added. A reddish tint developed 
slowly since as pointed out by Lunge," pure nitrous acid does 
not affect brucine. A few drops of solution of hydrogen di- 
oxide added to the above mixture produced a bright red color 
immediately by partially oxidizing the nitrous acid into nitric 
acid and other oxides of nitrogen. 

From these reactions we concluded that the most suitable 
reagent for nitrating the brucine would be nitric acid contain- 
ing a fair proportion of the lower oxides of nitrogen in solu- 
tion. 

We therefore modified the U. S. P, process by substituting 
fuming nitric acid (commercial nitrous acid s.g. 1.42) for the 
U. S. P. nitric acid (s.g. 1.40) and extending the period of 
contact to 30 minutes in order to insure destruction of the 
whole of the brucine at various temperatures. The results 
were as follows:

Inasmuch, however, as commercial nitrous acid is unstable 
and of varying composition we considered it desirable to dis- 
card its use in favor of U. S. P. nitric acid and sodium nitrite. 
sy these reagents the following results were obtained with 
pure alkaloids:

These results show that the U. S. P. process modified in this 
wiy is accurate oyer a wide range of temperature when pure 
alkaloids are employed. 

It has been observed that any impurity in the mixture of 
total alkaloids from nux vomica has a tendency to retard the 
nitration of the brucine. Again if, as has been suggested, 
there is a third alkaloid in nux vomica it may not be a negligi- 
ble factor, so that deductions from experiments with pure 
alkaloids cannot wholly be applied to the total alkaloids ob- 
tained in the usual way.

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Different portions of 10 Cec. of the fluidextract (mentioned 
before) were operated on by the usual method until the total 
alkaloids were obtained. These were subjected to the process, 
detailed below, then the alkaloidal residue was extracted and 
titrated. To overcome the objection of experimenting with un- 
known quantities of alkaloids and to thoroughly test the proc- 
ess the alkaloid was again extracted after the above titratra- 
tion, subjected a second time to the nitrifying agent under same 
conditions as before, then extracted and titrated. The results 
are given below:

The process was then applied to the fluidextract of nux 
vomica without preliminary extraction of the alkaloids. Ten 
Ce, was evaporated to dryness in a beaker. The resulting ex- 
tract was dissolved, as far as possible, in 15 Ce. 3 percent. 
I1,SO,, and treated with nitric acid and sodium nitrite in 
usual way. At the end of 30 minutes the mixture was diluted 
with 20 Ce. water, run through a pledget of cotton, then fil- 
tered and followed by wash water. The bulked liquid was then 
put in a separator, made alkaline with KOH solution and ex- 
tracted by means of chloroform. The alkaloid was obtained in 
definite crystals having a yellow tinge, but otherwise free 
from impurity. The titration indicated 0.1071 Gm., which 
closely agrees with figures above. 

Evidently then the process is not affected by the purity of 
the alkaloidal residue. We have already shown that it is 
applicable over a wide range of temperature, and is not af- 
fected by any possible manner of adding the reagents or prob- 
able impurity therein, Subsequent use in the routine work 
of the laboratory justifies these conclusions, 

Adding our modifications to the text of the U. S. P., the 
following gives the process in detail: 

“Dissolve the alkaloidal residue in 15 Ce. of 3 percent. sul- 
phurie acid. To this solution add 8 Ce. of a mixture of equal 
volumes of nitric acid (s.g. 1.4) and distilled water, then add 
1 Ce. of a 5 percent. solution of sodium nitrite in water, and 
after rotating the liquid a few times, set it aside for exactly 
0 minutes, stirring it gently three times during this interval.” 
The solution is then made alkaline and shaken out with chlo- 
roform in the usual way.

Hydrogen Dioxide Solutions Preserved with Acetanilide. 

C. H. La Wall calls attention in the December, 1906, number 
of the American Journal of Pharmacy to the fact that some 
preparations of hydrogen dioxide solution are protected against 
deterioration and consequent loss of oxygen by the use of ace- 
tanilide. Investigation showed that the practice was confined 
to a few manufacturers who had regarded it ig the light of a 
trade secret until the approach of the period of the enforce- 
ment of the regulations of the Food and Drugs act, which 
requires the labeling of all products containing acetanilide, 
made this condition no longer possible. That the presence of 
small quantities of acetanilide does preserve the solution from 
decomposition was shown by the fact that several samples ex- 
smined which were known to be at least four months old 
showed from 9.5 to 10.5 volumes of oxygen. These had orig- 
inally been supposed to contain 10 volumes. There would prob- 
ably be no objection to the use of small quantities of acetani- 
lide when the advantages of increased stability are considered, 
but the product should be labeled, as it will have to be after 
January 1, 1907, with the amount of the preservative stated on 
the label. The most interesting fact in connection with the 
investigation of the subject was the production of the nitro- 
benzol-like odor in old specimens of the solutions. This is very 
pronounced and very characteristic. The presence of acetani- 
lide in the freshly made and odorless product can be detected 
by shaking out about 25 Cc. of the solution with a few cubic 
centimeters of chloroferm, evaporating the latter to dryness 
and applying the isonitrile test for the presence of acetanilide. 
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Electrolysis as a Therapeutic Agent. 


The value of the electro-medical treatment of disease has 
long been recognized, but it is only recently that the part 
played by electrolysis in this connection has been suggested. 
It is well known that when a current of electricity is passed 
through a solution of a chemical salt the latter becomes de- 
composed or electrolized, the base as a rule going to the nega- 
tive pole and the radicle to the positive pole. This is accounted 
for by the theory that the molecules exist in the “ ionic” state, 
those of the base and radicle carrying respectively their posi- 
tive and negative charge of electricity. The electric current 
dissociates these “ions” by appropriating them to the corre- 
sponding complementary poles of the circuit. Any body capable 
of conducting electricity does so by the movement of its ions, 
and this movement results in decomposition of the substance 
through which the current passes. 

It has been suggested that advantage be taken of this pro- 
cess to force medicinal substances into the tissues of the body. 
If a solution of, say, quinine sulphate be used to soak a pad 
covering the positive pole of a battery, this pole applied to the 
skin, and the negative pole so arranged that the current may 
pass through the tissues, the quinine ions will seek the opposite 
pole, and in so doing will pass through the tissues with the 
current. The ions thus forced into the body enter not only 
into the lymph spaces, but into the cells themselves, becoming a 
part of the protoplasm, and, consequently, their effects are 
much more pronounced. This process, described as “ kata- 
phoresis” by some writers, has been tried with more or less 
success in the case of quinine, iodine, mercury and cocaine. 
Relief of tabes dorsalis by cocaine ionization was described in 
the British Medical Journal in January, 1905. It appears that 
Dr. Leduc, of Nantes, was the first to apply this method, a case 
of rodent ulcer cured by zine electrolysis having been reported 
by him in the Archives @electricité Medicale in 1908. 

In a lecture delivered recently to the Medical Graduates’ 
College and Polyclinic, Dr. Lewis Jones, of St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, described the work he had done in connection with 
this treatment. The lecture is fully reported in The Hospital 
of October 20. An experiment was made by placing two rab- 
bits in electrical contact. Pads moistened with strychnine sul- 
phate solution were applied to both animals and a current 
passed. The strychnine left the positive pole and moved across 
toward the negative pole, with the result that the rabbit at 
the positive end was poisoned with strychnine, while the animal 
at the negative end remained unaffected. The lecturer de- 
scribed eighteen cases of rodent ulcer, all of which were treated 
by zinc ions, introduced by means of zinc sulphate solution. 
Some of these were brilliantly successful, others presented va- 
rious difficulties, but the results are looked upon as very encour- 
aging. The apparatus used is extremely simple—a portable 
battery with wires, a pad attached to the negative and a disc 
or rod of zine to the positive pole. The zinc is covered with 
a few layers of lint wetted with a 4 per cent. solution of zinc 
sulphate, applied to the ulcer, and the current slowly turned 
on. The application is continued for ten, twelve or fifteen 
minutes, according to the thickness of the ulcer. A burning 
sensation like that of a mustard plaster is felt, which in sensi- 
tive patients may be counteracted by the application of 
cocaine. The zinc ions move toward the negative pole, and the 
exact amount introduced may be measured by the aid of the 
galvanometer. Two or three milligrams of zinc is the amount 
calculated to be introduced at an ordinary sitting. 

In applying this treatment, it must be borne in mind that 
most metallic ions and all the alkaloids move from the positive 
to the negative pole, consequently the medicament must be in- 
troduced at the positive pole. Acids, on the other hand, move 
in the opposite direction. 

Other applications of the ionic treatment are suggested. 
Dr. Lewis Jones has found copper sulphate efficacious in de- 
stroying the parasite of ringworm. Magnesium ions have been 
found to cure multiple warts on the hands. The difficulty so 
far in the way of treating lupus lies in the fact that the 
bacillus contains a large proportion of fat, which is a complete 
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nonconductor of electricity. The limitations of the method are 
that the ions can be introduced only very slowly, and a pro- 
longed application, possibly under chloroform, would be neces- 
sary to reach parts at great depth. Betton Massey has treated 
eancer in this way with at least partial success. But apart 
from such possibilities, there are sufficient facts recorded to 
show the value of the treatment in certain cases, and to prove 
that the results recorded are not simply the result of the 
electric current, but that the process of “ ionization ” is entitled 
to take rank as a tried and proved therapeutic method.—The 
Prescriber, December, 1906. 


An Improved Still.’ 
By ARTHUR W. Nunn, F. C. S. 


The principal troubles with the small stills are the remov- 
ing of the hood to refill, the risk of boiling away all the water, 
end the unsatisfactory worm condenser. To obviate these dif- 
ficulties I have made the few modifications which are clearly 
seen in the illustration. I prefer to use a Liebig’s condenser, 
which is connected with the hood by rubber tubing, and when 
once the apparatus is fitted together one luting is sufficient 
for a full run. On the top of the body of the still I have sol- 
dered a screw cap for purposes of refilling. The filling can 
be done while the still is working, by passing the end of the 
outiet tube C into the opening (see illustration). 

















The gauge D, which I find extremely useful, is made by fit- 
ting a piece of glass tubing of suitable length into two brass 
angle tubes (easily obtained from a gags fitter) and soldering 
to two holes in the body of the still. A small quantity of white 
lead makes the glass joints quite water tight. It is well to 
insert the lower angle piece about half an inch from the bot- 
tem to obviate the risk of fracturing the glass by the gas flame 
if turned too high. When once started this apparatus requires 
very little attention, except an occasional glance at the gauge, 
end, working for 12 hours, at a cost of about 10d. for gas, I 
can get over three gallons from my still, the capacity of which 
is about one gallon. I use an ordinary gas ring, with the tap 
turned at half cock. This I find quite sufficient to maintain the 
boiling point. 





Tylmarin, is acetyl-ortho-coumaric acid. Acetyl-salicylic 
acid, having been found to have advantages over salicylic acid, 
it has been thought that by acetylating the coumaric acid 4 
better preparation would be obtained. This substance occurs 
in colorless crystals, only slightly soluble in water, and fs given 
in doses of 5 to 10 grains in cachets or tablets. In the body it 
is hydrolized into ortho-coumaric and acetic acids.

Test for Scammony.— According to Le Pharmacien et le 
Droguiste, for December 1, 1906, M. Guignes submitted a com- 
munication to the October meeting of the Société de Pharmacie 
de Paris, of which he is a corresponding member, on the unsatis- 
factory results attained in the present method of testing scam- 
mony. The solubility in ether is the means usually employed 
but as some very good scammony is quite insoluble in ether, 
and various other substances may be present which are sol- 
uble, this test is obviously very inaccurate. M. Guignes suggests 
the use of the spectroscope as a very much more satisfactory 
method for assaying this resin. 

Reduction of Cinnamic Acid to Styrol.—The reduction of 
cinnamie acid to styrol is not easy to accomplish in the labor- 
atory, but this change is brought about, according to Oliviero 
(Journ. de pharm. et de chim. 1906, xxiv, 62) in the presence or 
certain fungi, particularly the Aspergillus niger and the Penicil- 
lium Glaucum. The ferments formed by these fungi will act 
on cinnamie acid and its salts with the production of styrol, 
which may be recognized by its characteristic odor of illum- 
inating gas. This reaction explains the peculiar odor which 
develops in certain pharmaceutical preparations containing cin- 
namie acid, particularly the syrup of balsam of tolu. 


A Test for Free Hydrochloric Acid in Gastric Contents.— 
A new test for free hydrochloric acid in gastric contents is de- 
scribed by Simon in Berlin. klin. Wehschr., 1906, 1431. This re- 
quires a freshly prepared solution of powdered guaiac in a mix- 
ture of 10 parts of Spiritus etheris nitrosi and 40 parts of alco- 
hol. A few cubie centimeters of this solution are floated on an 
equal quantity of the filtered gastric contents. At the plane of 
contact will appear a greyish zone due to the precipitation of 
the guaiac. In the presence of free hydrochloric acid this zone 
gradually assumes a green or blue coloration, depending on the 
amount of acid present. The color change may be hastened by 
gently heating, but this is not necessary. The test depends upon 
the fact that the hydrochloric acid decomposes the spirit of 
nitrous ether, with the formation of nitric acid, and the nitric 
acid thus formed oxidizes the guaiac. The organic acids are 
also capable of decomposing the ethyl nitrite but only in concen- 
tration greater than is ever met with in gastric contents. 

A Hypnotic by Inunction.—It is often desirable to admin- 
ister a hypnotic to a patient whose stomach is in an irritable 
condition, and where it would be preferable to avoid resorting 
to the hypodermic, or to rectal medication. To meet this indi- 
eation, Forster (Phar. Zeit, 1906, 93) advises the use of isopral 
by inunction. His formula is 10 Gm. each of absolute alcohol 
and castor oil to 50 Gm. of the isopral. At least 2.5 to 3 Gm. 
of this should be used, and 4 or 5 Gm. may be required in case 
of much restlessness. It is thoroughly rubbed into the thigh or 
arm, which is then covered with gutta percha or oiled silk. This 
is allowed to remain on about an hour. Férster claims very 
satisfactory results from this method and has observed no dele- 
terious effects. 

A New Test for Indol.—Konto (Zeilschr. Physiol. Chem., vol. 
48, p. 185) describes a new color reaction for indol, brought out 
by the action of formaldehyde and sulphuric acid. The feces 
are mixed with water until the mixture assumes the consist- 
ency of a thin gruel. This is filtered and the filtrate is distilled 
until the volume is reduced by about one third. The distillate 
is rendered alkaline and again distilled, acidified with dilute 
sulphuric acid and distilled once more. To one Ce. of the am- 
monia-free distillate is added a few drops of a 4 percent. solu- 
tion of formaldehyde, and an equal volume of concentrated sul- 
phurie acid. In the presence of indol the mixture assumes a 
beautiful violet red color. This is said to be a very delicate 
test and is not disturbed by the presence of skatol. 

A Test for Pilocarpine.—The color test for pilocarpine, 
suggested by Helch in 1902, consisted in adding equal parts of 
benzin or chloroform, hydrogen dioxide, and a solution of po- 


tassium dichromate to the suspected solution, which would then 
on shaking assume a violet shade. In the Pharmaceutische Post, 
1906, p. 314, Helch proposes to modify this test by a substitution 
of a crystal of potassium dichromate for the solution. This is 
said to render the test much more delicate, so that .0005 or even 
.0002 Gm. of pilocarpine may be detected. A crystal of the bi- 
chromate is placed in a test tube, 1 or 2 Ce. of chloroform or 
benzin are added, then 1 or 2 Ce. of the solution to be tested, 
and finally the same amount of hydrogen dioxide. Apomorphine 
will respond in like manner to this test, but the reaction may be 
obtained with the potassium dichromate alone, whereas pilo- 
carpine requires the presence of the hydrogen dioxide. 

Datura Arborea.—According to Schmidt (Arch. d. Pharm, 
1905, 8323) and the more recent work of Rircher, the Datura ar- 
borea of Chile and Peru is a typical scopolamine-bearing plant, 
its principal alkaloid being scopolamine. The percentage of al- 
kaloid of the leaves and leaf stems has been made a subject of 
investigation by Prochnow (Apoth. Zeit., 1906, 63). He used a 
modification of Keller’s method, which has given very exact re- 
sults in the study of the Datura Stramonium. To 10 Gm. of 
the dried and finely powdered leaves was added 90 Gm. of ether, 
30 Gm. of chloroform and after thorough shaking 10 Ce. of a 10 
percent. solution of sodium hydroxide. This was allowed to 
stand for 3 hours, with occasional agitation. A little water 
was added, in which the powdered leaves settled at the bottom 
of the mixture sixty Gm. (one half of the original amount) of 
this green tinted ether-chloroform extract was filtered off 
through a dry, covered filter, and evaporated to one half its 
volume, to eliminate whatever ammonia might be present. This 
was then thoroughly mixed with 10 Ce. of a decinormal hydro- 
chloric acid solution, and the acidity ascertained by titrating 
with decinormal potassium hydroxide, using iodeosin as an in- 
dicator. The amount of alkaloid present was estimated from 
the amount of hydrochloric acid with which it combined, each 
Ce, of the decinormal acid corresponding to 0.0219 Gm. of scopo- 
lamine. The specimens of leaves examined by Prochnow con- 
tained an average of .444 percent. of this alkaloid, and were 
quite uniform in strength. The stems were examined by the 
same method and were shown to contain .23 percent. of the alka- 
loid. 

Oil of Myrrh.—Oil of myrrh has no constant, specific com- 
position but varies with the method of obtaining the resin and 
of extracting the oil, and with the age of the oil. Lewinsohn re- 
ports (Archiv de Pharmazie, October 27, 1906), the results 
of his investigation of the chemistry of four standard prepara- 
tions of this oil. He isolated cuminic aldehyde up to 1 percent. 
in three of the four specimens, by means of sodium bisulphite. 
Eugenol and m-cresol were extracted with potassium hydroxide 
in all four oils. Old oils are acid in reaction, on account of 
the presence of free acetic and palmitic acid. These acids are 
present in freshly distilled oils in the form of esters. From the 
old oils a resin may be isolated by means of benzin. This resin 
may be reduced to a hydrocarbon, which in combination with 
hydrochloric acid forms a crystalline substance that is probably 
identical with cadinendihydrochloride. Several hydrocarbons 
corresponding to the formula C,,H,, may be isolated by fraction- 
al distillation pinene, dipeutine, limonene and a fourth hydro- 
carbon belonging to the limonene group were thus obtained. 
The latter has a polarizing power of + 80 percent, and forms 
a tetrabromide and hydrochloride. It is doubtful whether the 
dipentene is present as such in the oil of myrrh. Lewinsohn 
suggests that it is most probable that the dipentene comes ul- 
timately from the pinene having been developed through the 
transition stages of limonene and the new serpene just de- 
scribed. Two sesquiterpenes C,,H, which could not be positive- 
ly identifiee were also obtained. The specific gravities were 
.926 and .911 and the boiling point 163 degrees at 12 m.m, pres- 
sure and 151 degrees at 15 m.m. pressure respectively. One of 
these sesquiterpenes is probably identical with cadinine.

Guarantys Under the Food and Drugs Act.—G. G., who 
makes a dyspepsia tablet containing no opiates, asks what kind 
of a sticker he will be obliged to use in order to comply with 
the Food and Drugs act. 

Manufacturers are not required to furnish a guaranty for 
preparations of this kind which do not contain any of the pro- 
scribed drugs, but as dealers would prefer to handle prepara- 
tions which are guaranteed, in order that they may be relieved 
of responsibility; it might be to the advantage of G. G. to guar- 
antee his dyspepsia tablet. This guaranty can take the form 
of either (a) a written or printed guaranty accompanying 
each package sold; (b) a written or printed guaranty accom- 
panying each invoice of the goods sold, or (c) a guaranty 
filed with the Secretary of Agriculture, Washington, to which 
he will assign a number so that on each package of the goods 
issued under this guaranty you may affix a label reading as 
follows: 

GUARANTY NO. —— 
GUARANTEED UNDER THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT, JUNE 
30, 1906. 

The law does not require that the formula should be printed, 
or published, but it does require that if the medicine contain 
any of the drugs enumerated in the law or derivatives thereof, 
a statement should appear on the label descriptive of that 
fact, together with the quantity or proportion of such drug 
present. A list of the drugs enumerated in the law and the 
derivative are given in THE AMERICAN Drvuacist for October 
29, p. 248. 


The Preservation of Cocaine Solutions.—Physician.—The 
preservation of solutions of cocaine for ophthalmic use is some- 
what difficult, more difficult than the preservation of similar 
solutions intended for hypodermic injection, since all preserva- 
tives that cause irritation must be avoided. Chloroform water 
as the solvent, or the addition of a drop or two of chloroform 
to a given quantity of the prepared solution, is perhaps the most 
effective inhibitant of the fungoid growth which develops in 
nonsterile solutions, but the use of chloroform would possibly 
be objected to on account of its irritant properties. The 
same objection applies to acetanilide and salicylie acid. Boric 
acid is less objectionable, but it has not much value as a pre- 
servative, about 2.5 percent. of the acid being necessary to 
assure against decomposition through fungoid growths, though 
the late Dr. E. R. Squibb found that the addition of 0.5 per- 
cent. of boric acid would protect a solution of cocaine for a 
reasonable length of time. Camphor water has been recom- 
mended and is used in some of the city hospitals where the 
problem of the preservation of solutions of this kind is always 
a pressing one. If it were possible to sterilize solutions of co- 
caine hydrochloride, sterilization would be the ideal method, 
but aqueous solutions of the salt are decomposed by boiling. 
As an alternative it has been proposed to conduct the process 
of sterilization in the presence of water vapor—in the auto- 
clave for instance—even if a temperature of 120 deg. C. is 
maintained during twenty minutes. It is asserted that co- 
caine solution can be sterilized by this method with absolute 
security. 

Coloring Denatured Alcohol.—J. M. T. suggests that it 
would be highly desirable for the Treasury Department to in- 
corporate in its provisions governing denatured alcohol one re 
quiring that all denatured alcohol intended for general sale 
be given some distinctive color so as to prevent the possibility 
of the user confounding it either with plain alcohol or with 
a mild medicament like lime water. He states that in practice 
the lime water bottle and the alcohol bottle are often con- 
founded in the household with disastrous resulta. 


J. M. T’s inquiry was brought by us to the attention of the 
chief chemist of the Treasury Department, who courteously 
went into the subject and gave reasons against the use of 
coloring matter in denatured alcohol sold for general use. The 
gist of Dr. Crampton’s reply is contained in the following 
paragraph: 

“The use of a distinctive color in denatured alcohol sold 
for heating purposes has been generally abandoned in European 
countries, except that in Austria phenolphthalein is used, and 
in Germany the specially denatured alcohol sold for use in 
internal combustion engines is colored with methyl violet. 
While the use of a color would undoubtedly have some ad- 
vantages, it is attended with considerable difficulties. Even a 
minute amount of any nonvolatile substance in alcohol which 
is vaporized tends to clog up wicks, vessels, etc., and to ac- 
cumulate in the course of time and make trouble for those 
using it. There are other reasons which militate against such 
use. I think there will be little or no difficulty in distinguish- 
ing between generally denatured alcohol, as prescribed by our 
regulations, and ordinary alcoho] which has not been so treated. 
It would be a very careless person indeed who would make the 
mistake, either through carelessness or ignorance, of using 
generally denatured alcohol for ordinary spirits.”

Carnation Perfume.—F. E. H.—Almost any variety of car- 
nation perfume may be made by adding oil of cloves to a 
standard extract. Piesse gives the following formula which is 
said to yield a perfume closely resembling the natural car- 
nation : 

Rose extract 

Extract of orange flowers.............. 35xix 
Extract of acacia flowers.............. 35xix 
Tincture of vanilla 5ii (Troy) 
Oil of cloves v gtt 

This furnishes a rather concentrated essence, but if cost is 
any consideration it may be diluted with alcohol. 

Another formula for artificial carnation calls for: 

Extract of rose 

Extract of orange flowers 
Essence of vanilla 

Oil of cloves 

Mix, and after standing several days, filter. 

A more complicated formula is one contributed by W. 
Saunders to the American Pharmaceutical Association some 
thirty years ago, which we reproduce for its suggestive value: 

Extract jasmin 
Extract orris 
Extract musk 
Rose oil 
Cloves oil 
Neroli oil 
Pimento oil 
Patchouly oil 
Sandalwood oil 
Benzoic acid 


Elixir Sodium Salicylate Comp.—P. R. B.—We regret our 
inability to name a formula in the absence of more specific in- 
formation. A formula for simple elixir of sodium salicylate is 
given in the National Formulary. 
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Emulsion Cleansing Mixture.—W. D. N. asks for the for- 
mula of an “ emulsion cleansing mixture” for cloths of various 
kinds. 

We are not quite sure what our querist means by this term, 
but presuming that one of the “ lightning cleansers ” containing 
eastile soap, ammonia, alcohol and ether is intended, the fol- 
lowing may be suggested:

An Explanation of the Cracking of Bottle Necks. 
To the Editor: 

S1r,—In the November 12th number of the AMERICAN Druc- 
Gist Leo Eliel asks an explanation of why shelf ware should 
crack and splinter, around the neck especially. 

My observation has been that this occurs more commonly 
in tincture bottles than in salt-mouths, and I have always at- 
tributed it to the variation in temperature to which the bottles 
are exposed, causing expansion and contraction. 

Considering that the neck of the bottle being comparatively 
thinner than the stopper would expand when warmed more 
rapidly than the stopper, and the stopper being smaller at the 
bottom than the top would, by reason of its own weight, sink 
farther down in the neck as the neck expanded; the stopper 
now fitted tightly in the fully expanded neck in turn expands 
as it becomes warm and the result must be a giving somewhere. 
The glass accordingly cracks at the point where the pressure is 
greatest, that is, at the neck. 

Should the bottle now be subjected to a lower temperature, 
the neck, by reason of its comparative thinness, would contract 
with greater rapidity than the stopper, and again the result 
is that the glass must give at the point of greatest pressure— 
the neck. 

This idea was suggested to me by the fact that a glass stop- 
per which becomes tightly wedged in the neck of a bottle can 
be easily removed by gently heating the neck ef the bottle and 
removing the stopper while the neck is still warm and before 
the stopper becomes affected by the heat. 

The reason why this cracking occurs more commonly in tinc- 
ture bottles than in salt-mouth bottles is because most salt- 
mouth shelf ware is fitted with stoppers which are hollow, 
thus making them nearer the same thickness as the neck, in 
consequence of which they expand and contract with about 
the same rapidity as does the neck. 

This appears, to me, to be a reasonable explanation of the 
cracking of the necks of shelf ware; however, I may be wholly 
wrong and comment on this explanation is solicited.

HOW TO FIT TRUSSES. 
By W. A. Dawson. 

The success of a truss business naturally depends upon the 
ability of the dealer to properly fit the correct appliances for 
all kinds of hernia, to select the style of abdominal supporter 
best adapted to an individual case, and to give such advice 
and service as will establish him as an expert in the line among 
physicians and the public. 

The handling of trusses should not be attempted by a drug- 
gist unless he has familiarized himself with the anatomy of 
the body as related to abdominal hernias. He should be able 
to discuss the subject intelligently with physicians; competent 
to distinguish between various kinds of hernia; and able to 
impress patients with this knowledge. It is no difficult mat- 
ter for a druggist to inform himself thoroughly upon this sub- 
ject. Compreliensive works are published upon it that can be 
easily mastered. Several manufacturers of trusses publish 
valuable catalogues and literature that contain considerable 
information. 

To successfully carry on the business, a fitting room is nec- 
essary. This need be but a small place six by eight feet or 
more in size, furnished with a flat couch and two chairs. 

A lady attendant, (dealer’s wife, possibly), with some slight 
knowledge of hernia, to assist in the fitting of female patients, 
is a valuable aid to a truss dealer. The fitting of females is 
accomplished modestly by the aid of a long loose gown to cover 
the form. 

The patient should be disrobed and first examined in a 
standing posture to ascertain the size of the hernia as it ap- 
pears when completely escaped. Then pass a tape measure 
about the body, starting at the rupture, carrying it one inch 
from the top of the hip bone across the back and over the same 
point on the opposite side, back to the starting point. If the 
tape produces an odd number of inches, select a truss of the 
next higher even number. Then have the patient lie upon the 
couch, while the hernia is to be manipulated, so as to accom- 
plish its return to the abdominal cavity. Thus its complete 
nature may be learned and a study made as to the style of 
truss required for effective and comfortable fitting. 

DIFFERENT STYLES NEEDED FOR DIFFERENT CASES. 

There are many styles of trusses designed for various her- 
nias. And then again there are certain trusses sold on the 
statement that they are applicable to all kinds of hernia. I 
have yet to find such an appliance. My experience is that 
the same kind of a hernia in different patients may require dif- 
ferent trusses. Much depends upon the physical proportions of 
the patient and his occupation. 

Trusses, as a rule, may be divided into three classes. These 
are of the French pattern, the Chase pattern, and the Hood 
pattern. Many variations of these exist, but they may all be 
classified under one or the other of these patterns. 

FOR A COMMON INGUINAL HERNIA. 

And this is the one most frequently encountered—a French 
pattern truss is to be selected. Should the hernia be large and 
of the external variety I should select the Chase pattern (the 
truss with the extended neck). When the inguinal has extended 
so far as to form a scrotal hernia it may become necessary 
to apply a truss known as the French scrotal pattern. For 
femoral hernia select a Chase style truss or a Crossbody truss. 
For unbilical hernia, of course, the regular umbilical truss. 

When the hernia has been reduced (which will be discerned 
by a gurgling sound as it returns to the abdomen) the truss 
is to be applied with the pad immediately below the opening 
or external ring. The pad must not rest upon the bone. The 
spring of the truss is to pass about the body right over the 
hip bone and not about the waist. The end strap passing about 
on the opposite side in a similar position engages the pad of 
the truss firmly. The spring of the truss should now conform 
to the shape of the body and unless it does this naturally it 
must be bent into shape. 

The patient should now arise and bend the body in various 
positions, stooping forward and sidewise, and should cough 
and breathe deeply. If the truss is not displaced and the pad 
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holds up the rupture under these conditions the indications 
are that the truss is doing its duty and that the pressure is 
sufficient. The presence of undue pain indicates that the pres- 
sure is too strong or that the pad is not quite in proper posi- 
tion. In this case reduce the strength of the spring and re- 
apply the truss until a stage of pressure endurable to the 
patient is reached. If the truss still supports the hernia thor- 
oughly you have accomplished a satisfactory fit. Otherwise, 
select another style of truss and repeat your attempt. 

A truss fitter will soon learn that he dare not succumb too 
easily to the patient’s declaration of the truss hurting beyond 
endurance. The best fitting truss must necessarily be felt by 
the wearer and will cause considerable annoyance until the 
patient becomes accustomed to it. The dusting of toilet powder 
over the site of the hernia and wherever the truss seems to 
pinch or chafe will frequently cause a cessation of complaints. 

Each patient should remain under daily care for at least 
a week. During this time it must be seen to that the pad of 
the truss retains the required position and that the pressure 
is adequate and not too severe so as to interfere with nature’s 
contraction of the hernial opening. 

THE MOST COMFORTABLE TRUSS. 

A leather covered truss is the most comfortable and also 
the easiest fitted kind of truss. The wide cushioned spring 
distributes the pressure about the body and cannot dig into 
the flesh as the vuleanized springs sometimes do. It is not 
so durable as other styles, however, and the patient is there- 
fore obliged to renew it more frequently to the profit of the 
dealer. 

As between hard rubber and celluloid trusses, I prefer the 
celluloid. This latter has a more beautiful appearance, and 
requires no heating of the spring to bend it when necessary to 
make it conform to the body. It is less likely to chip and 
erack under all conditions. 

I advise all my patients to allow me to examine them about 
once in six months. This frequently discloses irregularities 
that should be corrected or affords opportunities for a change 
of pressure to the benefit of the patient. 





Ergot of Rye. 

Consul-General B. H. Ridgely, in a letter from Barcelona, 
printed in Daily Consular and Trade reports, says that the 
amount of ergot of rye used for various medicinal purposes in 
all countries is surprisingly large, and that Spain supplies the 
best quality of the plant from which this product is derived. 
He writes: 


It is supplied and used ground to a powder, but, owing to 
the fact that it does not keep well, that it is very voluminous 
and of too unpleasant a taste to be taken in large doses, and 
to the further fact that some of its active principles are only 
required at times to meet special indications, numerous phar- 
macological preparations of it, based on new physiological in- 
vestigations, are constantly coming into use to meet the re- 
quirements of suffering humanity, and there is, I am informed, 
a very general demand for the powder. - 

The curious fungus from which ergot of rye is produced is 
found growing profusely amongst wheat in the fields of some 
of the northern provinces of Spain, and on account of its un- 
surpassed quality and its richness in active principles it is 
quoted in European markets at top prices, and at almost double 
the price of the Russian article, [sic] for instance. I call, 
therefore, the attention of American manufacturing chemists 
to the importance of supplying themselves direct from this 
market. I also take advantage of the opportunity to call the 
attention of first-class manufacturing chemists to the increasing 
consumption in this country of other chemical drugs manu- 
factured in other European countries with which we are able 
to compete in quality, being now also on an equal footing as to 
the import tariff duties. 

In regard to ergot of rye, persons interested in knowing 
something of the visible supply and the selling price in Spain 
might address a Barcelona party [address of whom will be 
supplied by the Bureau of Manufactures].

of Agriculture—Details of the Meetings. 





We present below reports of numerous meetings at which 
the Federal Food and Drugs Act has been the principal topic 
of discussion; in fact, it can safely be said it is the principal 
topic of discussion at every gathering of druggists, whether 
manufacturers, wholesalers, or retailers, which has occurred 
within the last month. This healthy interest is one of the best 
possible indications of the desire of the trade to conform in 
every respect to the requirements of the act, as the discussions 
are animated wholly by desire to gain the utmost possible in- 
formation as to the meaning of the act and the manner in 
which it is to be construed by the authorities. In an address 
delivered at a meeting of the Philadelphia branch of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association, Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, Chief 
of the Drug Laboratory of the Department of Agriculture, said 
that, while the correspondence which had reached the Bureau 
in connection with the law had shown that many men were 
engaged in the manufacture of secret remedies who betrayed 
woeful medicine and pharmacy, in no single 
instance had any indication come to light that any pharmacist 
was endeavoring to evade the law in any respect.

A review of the trade announcements issued regarding the 
law appears in another part of this issue. 

The following food inspection decisions have been issued 
by the Department of Agriculture: 


Reguiation 18 provides that “if the name of the manufacturer and 
the place of manufacture be given, they must be the true name and the 
true place.” It would appear, therefore, that the use of a fictitious 
name in such a manner that it would be understood to be the name of 
the manufacturer would be clearly the violation of regulation 18. It 
is apparent that the provisions of regulation 18 will not be fulfilled by 
the nomina! incorporation of a fictitious firm. The regulations require 
that goods must be actually manufactured by the firm represented on 
the label as the manufacturer. 

When a proper name, other than that of the manufacturer, is placed 
upon a label it must not be used in the possessive. For instance, ‘‘ Charles 
Gaston's Olive Oil, Bordeaux,” can only be properly used on an oil 
manufactured by Charles Gaston at Bordeaux. ‘The same is true if the 
designation “ Gaston’s Olive Oil, Bordeaux,”’ be employed. 

On the other hand, the word ‘“‘ Gaston” might be used in adjective 
sense and not in the possessive case as qualifying the words “ olive oil” 
in a manner that wou'd indicate that it represented a brand and not 
a manufacturer, as ‘“ Gaston olive oil.” In such case, however, neither 
given name nor initials should be employed. ‘The word ‘“ Gaston” 
should be in the same type as “olive oil’’ and in equal prominence, 
thus forming a part of the label. Again, “ Gaston,’ or “ Charles Gas- 
ton,” might be used accompanied by the word “ brand,” as “ olive oil 
Gaston brand,” or, “ olive oil Charles Gaston brand.” In such cases, 
however, the name of the manufacturer should also be given. 


ALCOHOL CONTENT NEED NOT BE GIVEN IN LABELING FLAVORING 
EXTRACTS. 


tegulation 47 is upon the proper labeling of flavoring ex- 
tracts and reads thus: 


The percentage of alcohol is not required to be stated in the case 
of extracts sold for the preparation of foods only. It is held, however, 
that extracts which are sold or used for any medicinal purposes what- 
ever should have the percentage of alcohol stated on the label. 

Numerous inquiries are received regarding the proper designation 
of products made in imitation of flavoring extracts or in imitation of 
flavors. Such products include “imitation vanilla flavor,” which is 
made from such products as tonka beans, coumarin and vanillin, with 
or without vanilla extract. They may also include numerous prepars- 
tions made from synthetic fruit ethers intended to imitate strawberry, 
banana, pineapple, etc. Such products should not be so designated as 
to convey the impression that they have any relation to the flavor 
prepared from the fruit. Even when it is not practicable to prepare 
the oe directly from the fruit, ‘ imitation” is a better term than 
“ artificial.” 

These imitation products should not be designated by terms which 
indicate in any way by similarity of name that they are prepared from 
a natural fruit or from a standard flavor. The term “ venallos,” for 
instance, would not be a proper a name for a preparation in- 
tended to imitate vanilla extract. uch products should either be 
designated by their true names, such as “ vanilla and vanillin flavor,” 
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- The Food and Drugs Act.

FOOD AND DRUGS ACT DISCUSSED AT PHILADELPHIA. 





The Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation Hear Paper from Dr. Wiley—Mr. Kline and Dr. Kebler 
Disagree on Details of Interpretation—Chief of the Drug Lab 
oratory Discusses Effects of the Act on Proprietaries—M. N.- 
Kline Treats the Subject from the Jobber’s Viewpoint —The 
Retail Druggist and the Law Considered by the Editor. 


Two meetings were held in the rooms of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons at Thirteenth and Locust streets, on 
Wednesday evening, December 12, in which the Food and Drugs 
act were discussed. At one of these the topic of discussion was 
“ Quackery and What Can Be Done For Its Suppression.” At 
this meeting, held under the auspices of the Philadelphia County 
Medical Society, the speakers were Edward Bok, editor of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, Thomas W. Barlow, formerly a member 
of the staff of the District Attorney, George W. Ochs, publisher 
of the Philadelphia Ledger and the New York Times, Dr. L. F. 
Kebler, Chief of the Drug Laboratory, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Dr. John B. Roberts, Dr. S. Solis-Cohen and Dr. Henry 
Beates. In the course of the addresses at this meeting frequent 
references to the Food and Drugs act occurred, and the hope 
was expressed that the enforcement of the act would do much 
to lessen the evils incident to the sale of proprietary medicines. 


THE AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The room in which the meeting of the pharmacists was held 
(in another part of the same building in which the County 
Medical Society met), was filled to overflowing when the meet- 
ing was called to order by Prof. Joseph P. Remington, Chairman 
of the Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association. The first paper presented was one written by Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, which is printed in full in 
another column. It being impossible for Dr. Wiley to be pres- 
ent he had asked Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, chief of the Drug Lab- 
oratory, to present his paper and represent the Bureau.

THE PHARMACOP@IAL STANDARDS. 
In referring to the matter of the pharmacopeial standards 
which were, he thought, in some instances so high as to be 
impracticable, Mr. Kline said that the pharmacopeeial revision 
committee had not taken into consideration the variations in 
drug strength from year to year due to natural causes. In some 
years it would be an easy matter to find belladonna leaves, for 
instance, which complied with the requirements of the Pharma- 
copeia as to their alkaloidal contents, while the very next year 
it might happen that the crop would be a very poor one and 
the yield of alkaloid much below that required. In a case of 
this kind, he said, that it would not do for the Department of 
Agriculture te endeavor to enforce standards which could not be 
met, as the result would mean the total exclusion of the supply 
of this particular article from our market. In such cases 
he said he thought the department should show a certain degree 
of flexibility, so as to meet the existing conditions. In reply to 
this suggestion Mr. Kebler said that it would not do for the 
drug trade to ask the department to be tov flexible. The law 
said that the drugs named in the Pharmacopeia should comply 
with the standards there set up. If those standards are wrong 
it was not within the province of the Department of Agriculture 
to correct them, but was rather the duty of the committee of 
revision. 
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Professor Remington, chairman of the committee of re- 
vision said that in so far as the standards of the Pharmacopeia 
were concerned, every effort would be made to correct those 
standards where they were manifestly wrong, but it would not 
do for the drug trade to assume that the Revision Committee 
was itself inclined to be “ flexible” in the matter of standards, 
as if this was the case the standards would be of no value. 
The committee of revision was, he said, prepared to receive 
definite and practical suggestions and to give them careful 
scientific consideration, but he did not wish it to be understood 
that there was any probability of numerous and material alter- 
ations being made. 

PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE WITH THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


M. N. Kline, chairman of the Committee on Legislation of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, who was the 
next speaker, made an informal address on the application and 
probable effects of the law. Mr. Kline said that he was con- 
vinced that notwithstanding the amount of detail work and 
expense which was entailed upon manufacturers and jobbers by 
the enactment of the law, its enforcement would, in the end, 
prove of very material advantage to all the legitimate members 
of the drug trade. The honest manufacturer and dealer has, 
heretofore, been compelled to compete with the dishonest men, 
whose disregard of quality and whose resort to adulteration has 
enabled them to offer goods at lower prices than could be ac- 
cepted by honest dealers. The intervention of the government 
on behalf of honest goods will enable those handling unadulter- 
ated products to obtain a fair remuneration for them. Mr. 
Kline said that it was only a matter of a short time, he felt 
sure, when there would be State as well as national legislation 
covering the question of purity in foods and drugs and he urged 
his hearers to take immediate steps toward shaping legislation 
in the State of Pennsylvania which would be in consonance with 
the national law. 

Mr. Kline said that he had ample opportunity to learn the 
attitude of the Department of Agriculture on the question of 
the enforcement of the law, and he could assure his hearers that 
while the law would be enforced without fear and without 
favor, care would be exercised to avoid the infliction of any un- 
necessary hardship on the manufacturers and dealers. 


FOOD AND DRUGS ACT QUERIES. 


Mr. Kline then undertook to answer such questions as 
might be propounded regarding the administration of the act 
in so far as lay in his power to do so, and in doing this the fol- 
lowing points were brought up: 

USELESS TO DATE STOCK IN HAND. 

It had been stated in one of the drug journals that it was 
advisable for the druggists to date the stock which they had 
in hand on December 31, as they would not then be liable to 
the requirements of the act. Mr. Kline characterized this 
statement as foolish, saying that there was no warrant for it 
whatever. 

THE USE OF FICTITIOUS NAMES. 


The question was propounded as to whether or not it was 
permissible for John Smith & Co., manufacturers, doing busi- 
ness in Philadelphia, to put up preparations under the name 
of James Jones & Co., as doing business in San Francisco, 
there being no such firm as James Jones & Co. On this ques- 
tion there was an apparent disagreement between Dr. Kebler 
and Mr. Kline, but this difference it seems was more apparent 
than real, Mr. Kline holding that if the name James Jones 
& Co., San Francisco, was fictitious, the practice proposed was 
illegal, but if there really had been a firm of James Jones & 
Co., whose business had been succeeded to by John Smith & 
Co., the latter firm assuming all the obligations and privileges 
of the former, it would be legal for John Smith & Co. to use 
the name of James Jones & Co. Mr. Kline then pointed out 
that in a somewhat similar case his own firm had bought out 
the Elmer Confectionery Company and continued the business 
under that name. This name has been duly registered with 
the Secretary of State of the State of Pennsylvania, as pro- 
vided for under the State law to the effect that where busi- 
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ness has been carried on under any given name for a term of 
10 years the users of the name may register it and establish 
their legal rights in this way. In commenting on this phase 
of the subject Dr. Kebler said that so long as a firm had legal 
standing under the State authorities the Department would 
not raise any question as to its legality. His own remarks 
applied solely to cases where the name used was wholly a fic- 
titious one. 
SHIPMENTS OF PRESCRIPTIONS WITHOUT THE STATE BY RETAILERS. 

In response to a question Mr. Kline said that where a re- 
tailer shipped a prescription outside the State to a customer 
residing temporarily in another State he did not think that the 
authorities were at all likely to take cognizance of the act, 
provided the prescription in question was a genuine one and 
that the transaction was such as did not involve the establish- 
ment of a regular custom. He said that the department couid 
not, of course, make any such ruling as this, for to do so would 
be to announce the fact that the officials were willing to make 
exceptions, but that he felt certain from the temper of the 
officials that no prosecutions would be brought in cases of ship- 
ments made in good faith. 

TALC AS AN EXCIPIENT IN TABLETS. 


In response to a question as to the attitude which will be 
taken by the Department on the use of tale as an excipient in 
tablets, both Mr. Kline and Dr. Kebler expressed doubt. Under 
the general ruling, which has been made that excipients would 
not be taken into consideration, it seems likely that the pres- 
ence of tale would not be deemed objectionable, but the ques- 
tion of its admissibility would probably have to be determined 
in each specific case. 


THE RETAIL DRUGGIST AND THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


A paper under the above title was read by the Editor of the 
AMERICAN DrucoistT, and is published in another column. 

At the conclusion of this paper Mr. Kline questioned the 
accuracy of the statement made as regards the legal defini- 
tion of the original package in the District of Columbia. In 
reply to this criticism Mr. Mayo said that the statement was 
made on the authority of Samuel L. Hilton, of the Board of 
Pharmacy of the District of Columbia, who had interviewed 
the Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry on behalf of the phar- 
macists of the District of Columbia, and that the statements 
made in the paper accurately represented the results of that 
interview, as reported by Mr. Hilton. 

Mr. Kline again brought up the question of State legisla- 
tion, stating that a movement was now on foot to secure the 
passage of a pure food law fer the State of Pennsylvania. He 
had conferred with the Commission having the matter in hand 
and urged upon them the desirability of having two separate 
acts governing food and drugs. The Commission had agreed 
on his representations to separate the two and to introduce a bill 
governing foods alone. It was quite evident that some measure 
would be introduced governing drugs also, and he urged the 
association to take the initiative in the matter and prepare a 
measure in consonance with the national law. 

Charles Rehfuss, president of the Philadelphia Association 
of Retail Druggists, suggested the desirability of the appoint- 
ment of a committee from the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to act in conjunction with similar committees from other 
pharmaceutical organizations in the State, with a view to draft- 
ing a law which would be satisfactory to the retail trade. On 
motion of William L. Cliffe, the chairman of the Philadelphia 
branch was instructed to appoint such a committee, and since 
the meeting he has announced the appointment of a committee 
consisting of William L. Cliffe, M. I. Wilbert and Joseph W. 
England. 

DR. SCHIEFFELIN PROPOUNDS QUERIES. 


The following letter from Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, of 
New York, was read by the secretary: 

There are several questions of interest that I would like you 
to bring before the meeting. 

The first is in reference to the regulation that the amount 
of the named substances should be stated in grains per eunce. 
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When this is applied to pills and hypodermic tablets, where 
there is not room for a duplicate statement of composition on 
the label, it becomes a very serious question. For, suppose 
that a surgeon wishes to use hypodermic tablets, and reads on 
the tube, “these tablets contain so many grains per ounce,” 
he would not know how much there was injected, unless he had 
an accurate balance and weighed a tablet, after which he could 
make a calculation in proportion of the rule of three to deter- 
mine the fraction of the grain present in the tablet. 

Therefore I trust that the Department will rule that where- 
ever a drug is divided into doses, such as pills, tablets, capsules, 
powders or suppositories, the proportion of the named in- 
gredient contained in each dose may be stated on the label. 

A question has arisen as to whether the regulations re- 
quire that a sticker with the guaranty and serial number must 
be on every package, and it is important to remember that the 
question of the guaranty is one simply between the manufac- 
turer and the vender, and that while there is nothing unlawful 
in leaving off the guaranty sticker, that the jobber and the 
retailer will not be protected by the guaranty unless the sticker 
is on the label. 

The question of old or “orphan” patent medicines is one 
which is causing considerable anxiety, and while there is no 
doubt that the Department of Agriculture would recognize the 
right of any jobber or association of jobbers who have these 
patent medicines. whose makers cannot be found, to have 
them labeled in compliance with the law after analysis, yet if 
the Department would approve or prescribe a scheme of analy- 
sis which they would deem sufficiently comprehensive to detect 
and determine the named drugs or their derivatives, it would 
add a great deal to the feeling of security with which the 
wholesaler would guarantee his label, if he could affix a label 
such as the following: 

“When analyzed by the method approved by the 
Department of Agriculture, a similar package of this 
medicine showed that it contains proportion of 
alcohol, .... percentage, .... grains of .... per ounce, 
and that the ether ingredients named in the Pure 
Food and Drugs act, June 30, 1906, are absent.” 

There is only one other point I wish to mention, and that 
is the importance of not labeling the artificial flavorings as 
“extract of ” or “essence of” anything. Flavoring made of 
yanillin should be labeled “ vanilla flavoring, artificial.” 

Upon the suggestion of the chairman a motion was adopted 
that a committee be appointed to prepare a memorial upon 
the death of Albert E. Ebert, of Chicago, the chairman appoint- 
ing William McIntyre, E. M. Boring and J. H. Redsecker as 
such committee. The committee was also instructed to receive 
subscriptions for the memorial monument which is to be 
erected in Chicago to Mr. Ebert’s memory. 








DR. SCHIEFFELIN ADDRESSES RETAILERS ON THE 
FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


The Board of Health Breaks Its Long Silence—Dr. Studdiford Out 
lines the Policy of the Local Authorities—Dr. Schieffelin Re. 
views Recent Drug Trade History —Presencz of Narcotics Must 
Be Specified. 


The regular meeting of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, which was held on Monday evening, December 17, in 
the library of the New York Coilege of Pharmacy, brought out 
the largest attendance of any of the recent meetings, the an- 
nouncement of the fact that Dr. William Jay Schieffelin was to 
address the members on the Food and Drugs act proving a suffi- 
cient attraction to overbalance the inclemency of the weather. 
Not only did Dr. Schieffelin come himself, but he brought with 
him Dr. W. E. Studdiford, of the Board of Health, who, being 
the first representative of the board to appear before any phar- 
maceuticeal organization, despite the urgent invitations which 
had been showered on the board, was listened to with close at- 
tention by the members. 

The special feature of interest in Dr. Studdiford’s remarks 
was a statement that the board would not require the retail 
druggist to label U. S. P. and N. F. preparations with the 
amount of alcohol present, nor demand cnat stock bottles of 
these preparations should bear any of the information required 
under the law as to their contents. He said that where any of 


these preparations were dispensed for popular use the board 
would require that the label on the package delivered to the 
customer must bear a statement as to the quantity of any of the 
drugs enumerated in the law except alcohol, which may be 


AND 
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present. In all popular remedies and proprietary preparations, 
however, the department would require a statement on the label 
of alcohol as well as the other ingredients enumerated in the 
Food and Drugs act. 

RECENT HISTORY IN THE DRUG TRADE. 

On calling the meeting to order President Diner said that he 
would be pleased to entertain a motion to dispense with the 
regular order of business, which was put and carried, and the 
special order of business for the evening, which was an address 
by Dr. William Jay Schieffelin on the Food and Drugs Act. Dr. 
Schieffelin opened his address with a review of the many inter- 
esting events which had taken place in the drug trade during 
the past summer and which had kept the manufacturer in a 
state of continual agitation. The first trouble the manufactur- 
ers had was in connection with the Council on Pharmacy and 
Chemistry of the American Medical Association, which in pre- 
paring its list of approved remedies made centain requirements 
of the proprietors which many were unwilling or unable to meet. 

No sooner had this particular trouble been adjusted than the 
jobbers of New York were invited by the Board of Health of 
the City of New York to explain why so many of their prepara- 
tions failed to conform to the required standards. This was a 
serious matter, as it was found that a large proportion of the 
drugs examined did not comply with the standards. 

Before this matter was fairly settled the hearing by the 
Pure Food and Drugs Commission began, and then followed the 
publication of the regulations governing the administration of 
that act, which precipitated an avalanche of questions regard- 
ing the administrative features of the act. 

In the meanwhile, on September 19, the Health Commis- 
sioner of the City of New York adopted as a part of the Sani- 
tary Code the main features of the National Food and Drugs 
act, thus bringing the pharmacists of New York directly under 
the provisions of that act, save that the executive function is 
vested in the city board of health and not in the National 
authorities, so far as the retail druggists of New York City are 
concerned. 

Coming to the National Food and Drugs act, Dr. Schieffelin 
said that he considered the passage of that act as the most im- 
portant event in the drug trade for many years. While its imme- 
diate effects would no doubt be somewhat annoying, as an effort 
to comply with its provisions would entail the making of many 
changes which involve both trouble and expense, the ultimate 
results would be of incalculable benefit both to pharmacy and 
to the public. Dr. Schieffelin said that one of the most inter- 
esting features of the conditions which have been brought about 
by the passage of the act was the marvellous change in the 
attitude of manufacturers and dealers toward the law. Six 
months ago he said the grocery trade was an unit in its hearty 
condemnation of the law as being unneeded and impracticable 
of enforcement. He said that in the couse of a recent conversa- 
tion Mr. Breed, the attorney for the National Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, had informed him that the association was now 
united in its hearty endorsement of the law, as being not only 
desirable from an ethical point of view, but as being advan- 
tageous from a commercial standpoint. The grocers had as- 
serted that it was the custom of the trade to supply pepper 
only 40 percent. of which really was pepper. This custom was 
so firmly established that it would be impossible to upset it. 
Now they find that there is no difficulty in selling a smaller 
package of 100 percent. pepper at the same price, thus saving 
the cost of the larger cans and of the ground hulls or whatever 
may have been used as adulterants. 

“NUTTY IN HIS MEAD.” 

After Dr. Schieffelin had been named as Chairman of the 
Committee on Proprietary Preparations of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’.Association, some of the proprietors who best 
knew Dr. Schieffelin as the active supporter of the Stevens- 
Wainwright measure rather commiserated the vice-chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Holliday, saying, “I am sorry for you, Hol- 
liday, for your new boss is certainly nutty in his head.” Not- 
withstanding the existence of such a sentiment as this Dr. 
Schieffelin had beer, invited to address the members of the pro- 
prietary Association at a meeting held in this city about a 
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month ago, which had the largest attendance of any meeting 
ever held by the organization, and after an address on the law 
and a conference covering over an hour, the members of the 
association had adopted a vote of thanks to him with hearty 
applause. This and other evidences showed the complete change 
in the attitude of such proprietors as had actually opposed the 
enactment of the law. Dr. Schieffelin said that at present the 
Proprietary Association as a whole was thoroughly loyal in its 
resolves to carry out the requirements of the law without any 
effort to evade them. 

He then reviewed the main features of the law, which are 
already familiar to our readers. 


ORPHAN PATENT MEDICINES. 


Dr. Schieffelin called attention to the fact that many patent 
medicines were on the shelves of the jobbers and even of the re- 
tailers, the manufacturers of which had either died or gone out 
of business, and it was therefore impossible to tell whether or 
not these preparations contained any of the drugs enumerated 
in the law without subjecting them to analysis. He had pro- 
posed that the dealer be permitted to affix a supplemental label 
disclaiming any knowledge as to the presence or absence of the 
drugs enumerated in the law. This suggestion, however, was 
not favorably received by the Department of Agriculture, and a 
plan was now under consideration under which a census of old 
stock would be taken, and where the quantity of a preparation 
in the hands of the various jobbers in the aggregate amounted 
te enough to make it worth while, either the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association or some voluntary organization of 
jobbers would have samples of the various preparations anal- 
yzed, so that supplemental labels might be prepared in accord- 
ance with the results of these analyses. When making investi- 
gations with this object in view he had been surprised to learn 
what a great variation there was in the prices set by the ana- 
lytical chemists on their services. One chemist had offered to 
make examinations for $1 for alcohol determination and 50 
cents for each qualitative examination of the drugs enumerated 
in the law and their derivatives. He then read off a list of the 
drugs, to show how impossible it would be for the chemist to do 
what he proposed to do at the price named. 


THE NEW YORK BOARD OF HEALTH AND THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


In view of the special interest which the druggists of the 
city had in the regulations promulgated by the Board of Health, 
Dr. Schieffelin had asked Dr. Biggs, medical adviser of the 
Board of Health, what requirements the board purposed en- 
forcing as to the labeling of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations. 
Under the National Food and Drugs act manufacturers are re- 
quired to state on the label of all preparations, whether recog- 
nized in the U. S. P. or N. F. or not, the proportion of alcohol 
and of certain drugs enumerated in the law and their deriva- 
tives, which may be present. In reply to this query Dr. Biggs 
had said that the board would not require labels to give the 
proportion of alcohol present in N. F. and U. S. P. preparations. 
He hesitated, however, to except the narcotic and analgetic 
drugs named in the act from the labeling requirements and 
thought that, save where these were dispensed in prescriptions, 
the druggist or manufacturer would be required to state the 
quantities of the drug enumerated in the act, which might be 
present with the single exception of alcohol. 

DR. STUDDIFORD SPEAKS FOR THE BOARD. 

The chairman then introduced Dr. W. E. Studdiford, of the 
Board of Health, who said that he had really not come prepared 
to make any address to the members of the association, but that 
it might be of some interest to speak of the “ raid” by the Board 
of Health, which had been referred to by Dr. Schieffelin earlier 
in the evening. This move on the part of the board came about 
in a perfectly natural manner. As there were several hospitals 
under its jurisdiction for which the board had purchased sup- 
plies it had been found necessary to set up standards in a gen- 
eral way with which the drugs purchased should comply. The 
variations from these standards, which were by no means ex- 
acting, had proved so great that the authorities purchased a 
number of articles from wholesale dealers with a view to seeing 
what the general condition of the drugs in the local market 
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were. The results obtained were decidedly unsatisfactory, but 
in view of the difficulties which confronted the board in exam- 
ining a large variety of drugs and procuring comparable results 
for control, it was decided to restrict the taking of samples to a 
few of the more important preparations for which there are 
recognized standards. Working on this line a number of sam- 
ples were secured of extracts of hyoscyanus, belladonna, nux 
vomica, etc., and these were carefully examiued, the results ob- 
tained in the laboratories of the Board of Health being checked 
in each case by those obtained in the Lederle laboratory, to 
which samples were furnished without any clew as to their 
origin. The results of these examinations showed such ma- 
terial variations from the required standards that the dealers 
from whom the goods had been purchased were notified and 
were given an opportunity to discuss the matter with the au- 
thorities. Dr. Studdiford said that the results of these inter- 
views were even more surprising than the results of the exami- 
nation. 

DETERIORATION OF PREPARATIONS CONTAINING MYDRIATIC ALKA- 

LOIDS. 

When confronted with a sample of the fluidextract which 
bore on the label a statement of the assayed strength and asked 
for an explanation as to why this preparation did not contain 
the amount of alkaloid contained on the label, one manufac- 
turer said that this was easy enough to explain, as he had made 
none of this fluidextract since last August, ten months before 
the sample was purchased by the Board of Health, and that 
during this time the alkaloidal content had declined. When 
asked if he would not guarantee the fluidextract for a year the 
manufacturer said he would not, nor would he guarantee it for 
six months, though he thought that he would be willing to guar- 
antee it for three months after assay. Notwithstanding his un- 
willingness to guarantee this preparation for less than three 
months the manufacturer had sold it ten months after it had 
been assayed. Dr. Studdiford then said that if these prepara- 
tions deteriorated so rapidly it would only be fair to the con- 
sumer to date them and put a time limit beyond which they 
should not be used. After some discussion of this matter the 
manufacturers asked Dr. Studdiford to suggest a list of prepara- 
tions which would require dating, but he said that this was a 
subject on which the manufacturer was better informed than 
the board, and a list of about a dozen preparations had since 
been agreed upon which should bear a time label. This label 
reads as follows: 

In response to questions put by members Dr. Studdiford said 
that the board could not undertake to set a definite time up to 
which the Food and Drugs act as incorporated in the Sanitary 
Code might be infringed with impunity. He could only say that 
a reasonable time would be permitted before prosecutions would 
be brought, and that prosecution would not be brought where it 
was apparent that an honest effort was being made to conform 
to the essential requirements of the law. 

In response to a question as to the attitude of the board on 
proprietary medicines now on the shelves of the retail druggist 
he said that he thought the druggist should write to the manu- 
facturer for such supplemental labels as might be required to 
bring his preparations into accord with the law. In the case 
of preparations whose manufacturers were not accessible, hav- 
ing retired from business or from public view in some way, he 
said that he was not prepared to say what the board would 
probably do, as this was a matter en which a conference of the 
authorities would be necessary. He made the same answer to 
several questions, and suggested that a committee of the associa- 
tion draft a series of questions on which information was de- 
sired and submit them to the department, where they could be 
given careful consideration. 

THE STATUS OF PERFUMERY, TOILET PREPARATIONS, ETC. 

In response to questions as to the status of perfumery, toilet 
preparations, etc., Dr. Schieffelin stated that this question had 
been laid before the Bureau of Chemistry by Mr. Mayo, and 
read from the pages of the AMERICAN Druceist the answers 
given by the Washington authorities. (See issue December 10, 
page 345.) In the opinion of these officials hair tonics, tooth 
powder, dentrifices and medicinal soaps, that is, soaps for which 
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curative powers are claimed, come within the meaning of the 
act and must be labeled in accordance with its requirements. 
Cold creams and massage creams are also construed in a general 
way as coming within the meaning of the act. Bay rum and 
talcum powder will only be considered drugs where curative 
powers are claimed for them. 

Dr. Studdiford said that he was inclined to take the view 
that hair tonics and dentrifices would not be required to be 
labeled in accordance with the act by the local authorities, but 
could not speak definitely on this head. 

In accordance with a suggestion from Dr. Studdiford a com- 
mittee of five was appointed by the chairman with instructions 
to prepare a series of questions concerning the administrative 
details of the law incorporated in the Sanitary Code and lay 
these before the Board of Health with the view of securing 
definite information as to the intentions of that body. The 
president appointed as members of this committee A. C. Searles, 
R. R. Smith, C. A. Bigelow, George H. Hitchcock and J. M. To- 
bin. A vote of thanks to Dr. Schieffelin and Dr. Studdiford 
was enthusiastically adopted and the members adjourned to 
partake of a collation which had been prepared by the Commit- 
tee on Entertainment, 


CHICAGO DISCUSSES THE LAW. 


President Eliel Presides zt Chicago Branch Meeting—Judge Errant 
Expounds the Law—Mr. Bartlett Presents Manufacturers’ Views 
— Mr. Eastman Speaks for Jobbers. 


Chicago, December 14.—A most successful meeting of the 
Chicago Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
was that held at the Northwestern University Building, Decem- 
ber 11, the subject of the symposium being the Pure Food and 
Drugs act. 

The ball was well filled, seventy members being present 
when Professor Oldberg called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced President Leo Eliel, of South Bend, who is a member of 
the branch and who had come a considerable distance to attend 
this meeting. At Professor Oldberg’s request Mr. Eliel took bis 
seat as presiding officer and announced the program for the 
evening. 

LAW. 

The first the Honorable Joseph W. Errant, 
general counsel the N. A. R. D., discussed the 
Jegal aspect of the new law, taking it up section by section 
and pointing out the salient features. He dwelt especially upon 
its interstate rather than intrastate character, calling attention 
to the fact that it would affect chiefly the manufacturer and 
only incidentally the retailer, that the collection of samples 
would be under the supervision of the Department of Agricul 
ture and that the rulings so far made indicated the disposition

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on the part of the government officials to deal fairly and liber- 
ally with everyone and the desire to reach only those who are 
responsible for adulteration, misbranding and the other viola- 
tions of the law. Judge Errant’s address was very well re- 
ceived. He was closely followed by his audience and the ques- 
tions asked of him at the close of his remarks indicated the in- 
terest which the subject held for the druggists present. 
FROM THE MANUFACTURERS’ STANDPOINT. 

J. k. Bartlett, of Parke, Davis & Co., was next on the pro- 
gramme and spoke of the new law from the manufacturers’ 
standpoint. He prefaced his remarks by the statement that the 
law itself represents much needed and desired legislation. It 
need have no terrors for the manufacturer who has heretofore 
attempted to conduct his business upon strictly legitimate and 
honest lines. As a matter of fact, all of the leading pharma- 


ceutical manufacturers have been anticipating such legislation 
to a large extent in the labeling and marketing of their products. 
The law simply requires them to carry matters a little farther. 

The only requirement which presents any special difficulty, 
he said, is that calling for the alcoholic percentage to appear on 
the labels of all simple or compound preparations containing 
This will impose a temporary burden of labor and ex- 


alcohol. 
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pense on the manufacturer and the larger his line the greater 
the details involved, and what appears to be a weakness in the 
Law is the fact that while the alcoholic content of medicinal 
preparations is required to be stated in each instance, although 
these could not from their very nature be consumed as bever- 
ages, yet in the case of spirituous liquors which are consumed 
exclusively as beverages, no requirement as to alcoholic con- 
tent is made. 

Mr. Bartlett dwelt also on the effect of the labeling of pack- 
ages containing antipyretics, narcotics and  anssthetics, 
saying that this had been done by the leading  phar- 
maceutical houses for some years, only that the new 
law will require these ingredients to be specified on the 
label in letters not smaller than eight-point caps, unless the 
size of the package prevents. This will mean considerable ex- 
pense to manufacturers, who will necessarily have to reprint a 
large number of labels, which otherwise would meet the re- 
quirements of the law in every particular. He spoke also of 
the doubt in some minds as to just what an original package is. 
The regulations of the law consider the unit of bottle, box, car- 
ton, etc., as the original, while the Supreme Court has held at 
various times that the enclosing case, cask, barrel, etc., is the 
original package. 

No doubt manufacturers will generally accept the present 
rulings and apply the required labeling to unit packages. 

Among manufaciurers of proprietary and semi-proprietary 
preparations, there is some alarm because of their products be- 
ing affected by the act, which requires them to divulge some of 
their most profitable secrets in order to conform with the law. 

In the section on misbranding the use of fictitious company 
names is of course prohibited, and manufacturers will be forced 
to refuse business calling for the special labeling of goods in 
this manner. The speaker thought that the law as enacted 
should be, as a whole, acceptable to any honest manufacturer, 
and does not, in reality, place him at any permanent disad- 
vantage. There is much danger, however, that State laws will 
be passed and will include provisions at variance with or in 
excess of the federal law. If this is done the manufacturing 
pharmacist may be forced to label his line of products for ship- 
ment differently in the different States, and this will be a tre- 
mendous burden to him. 

The retail pharmacist will be affected very much more by the 
State laws, and should do, therefore, all in his power to have 
these State laws framed as nearly as possible in strict conform- 
ity to the federal law. 

AS THE JOBBER SEES IT. 

In the unavoidable absence of W. C. Shurtleff, of Morris- 
son, Plummer & Co., O. T. Eastman, of the same firm, spoke for 
the wholesale dealer. Mr. Eastman said in brief that jobbers 
are in favor of the law as it stands, and will file guarantees cov- 
ering their products fully. He had every confidence in the hon- 
esty of the American people, pharmacists included of course, 
and he thought that the cry of adulteration and substitution 
which had been raised in some quarters did the pharmacists, 
both retail and wholesale, a very great injustice. He felt sure 
that the law would be liberally interpreted and enforced, and 
would be of no hardship to those who at all times endeavored 
to act fairly and honestly. 

THE RETAILER SPEAKS. 

Win. K. Forsyth spoke for the retail pharmacist and re- 
ferred especially to the danger from over zealous State legisla- 
Physicians seem inclined to demand more than the na- 
tionai law requires, and their demands in some instances seein 
to menace the rights of the pharmacist as a responsible profes- 
sional man. 

In the discussion which followed this address, President 
Iliel urged upon the members to make haste slowly in the mat 
ter of legislation and to wait until the federal law is in opera- 
‘ion long enough to be given a fair trial before instituting State 
laws modeled upon it. 

Professors Hallberg and Oldberg, Mr. Bruder, Mr. Klenze. 
G. P. Engelhard and others, participated in the discussion, 
which was animated and brought out a number of interesting 
points. 

Upon the close of the discussion nominations for officers for 
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the ensuing year were made and ordered to lie over until the 
next. meeting, when the election will be held. 

A committee of three was appointed to draw suitable resolu- 
tions on the death of Mr. Albert E. Ebert. 

Another committee of three was appointed to make arrange- 
ments for the January meeting and election. 

The secretary was instructed to prepare a complete list of 
the members of the branch with their addresses, and to preface 
this by a general statement concerning the objects and work of 
the branch and the parent association. These pamphlets to be 
distributed to prospective members of the branch at as early a 
date as possible. 

Professor Hallberg called,attention to the fact that each 
local branch was entitled to a member of the council and nomi- 
nated the secretary-treasurer, W. B. Day, for that position. 
Mr. Day was elected by unanimous vote. 

By unanimous vote F. W. Meissner, jr., was recommended to 
the trustees of the Pharmacopeial Revision Committee for the 
vacancy occurring through the death of Mr. Ebert. 


MANUFACTURING PERFUMERS AFFECTED BY THE 
FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


The Executive Board of the Manufacturing Perfumers’ As- 
sociation of America held a special meeting at the Hardware 
Club on the afternoon of December 10, the following mem- 
bers being present: Theodore Ricksecher, chairman of the 
board, Gilbert Colgate, Treasurer Mott, D. H. McConnell, 
President Bradley, and F. W. Marsh, the secretary of the as- 
sociation. Dr. William Jay Schieffelin and the editor of the 
AMERICAN Druagist had been invited to be the guests of the 
board, with the purpose of discussing the requirements of the 
Federal Food and Drugs act. At the request of President Mc- 
Connell, Mr. Mayo had interviewed the authorities at Wash- 
ington regarding the application of the law to certain classes 
of preparations made by perfumers. The results of this in- 
terview were discussed by the board and many questions 
answered by Dr. Schieffelin and Mr. Mayo regarding the atti- 
tude of the authorities on various points in the law and reg- 
ulations. The following excerpts from the minutes of the 
meeting sets forth the results arrived at: 


The conclusions reached by the board were unanimous, and 
while distinctly disclaiming any responsibility they nevertheless 
feel justified in recommending that all our active members file 
a guaranty and apply for a serial number, and a motion to that 
effect was carried, 

It was understood, of course, that the filing of this guar- 
anty does not add to or subtract from our responsibility under 
the law; furthermore, it is not necessary to apply a label. show- 
ing the guaranty number on any package except those for 
which medicinal qualities are claimed. 

The important thing to remember in deciding whether or 
not a given article comes under the law is whether claim is 
made on label, package or advertising matter accompanying it, 
that the article possesses curative or medicinal qualities. Only 
such toilet articles as are recommended for medicinal purposes 
come under the law, and as such must be labeled in accord- 
ance with its requirements. See regulation No. 28. 

The consensus of opinion on the part of the board was that 
bay rum, face powder and smelling salts need not be labeled, 
but that the following articles should be labeled—viz.: Hair 
tonic, flavoring extracts, cold cream or massage cream, curative 
soaps, tale powder, tooth powder and liquid dentrifrice. 

Flavoring extracts being classed as foods it is unnecessary 
to state the alcoholic strength on the label, but they must con- 
form to certain standards laid down in circular No. 19 of the 
Division of Foods of the Department of Agriculture. 

The board accepted the courtesy of the publishers of the 
AMERICAN Druaaist, who offered to send a copy of the Pure 
Food law and also their issue of December 10, which is full of 
information on this subject, to our active members. 

On motion the board passed a vote of thanks to Mr. Mayo 
and Dr. Schieffelin for their exceedingly valuable assistance 
in interpreting the law. 

On motion duly made and seconded the secretary was au- 
thorized to prepare a statement embodying the recommenda- 
tions and conclusions of this board and forward same to the 
active members of the association. 
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KINGS COUNTY DRUGGISTS’ MEETING, 


New Laws Pertaining to Pharmacy to be Introduced in the Legis- 
lature—Brooklyn Not to Form a Separate Branch of the 
M. A. R. D.—Discussion of the Food and Drugs Act—The 
Text of the New Local Ordinance. 


The December meeting of the Kings County Pharmaceu- 
tical Society was held in the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy on 
the 11th inst. About 75 members were in attendance. The 
meeting was late in assembling, it being three-quarters of an 
hour past the advertised time before President Paradis opened 
the proceedings. After the minutes of the November meeting 
had been read and adopted the president said it was his painful 
duty to announce the death of Dr. Peter W. Ray, who had filled 
the office of treasurer so long and faithfully. In a resolution 
presented by Dr. William Muir, the society paid a fine tribute 
of respect to the memory of the deceased. ‘This resolution, 
which is given in the obituary of Dr. Ray, was adopted and 
ordered spread on the minutes. 

To fill the vacancy Dr. Muir nominated former President 
O. C. Kleine, and this was seconded by Professor Anderson, 
The nominations were then closed, and the secretary instructed 
to cast one ballot in favor of the nominee, which was done, and 
Mr. Kleine duly declared elected. In acknowledging the honor 
implied in his election Mr. Kleine said he would endeavor to 
fill the office with the same ability as his predecessor. The 
vacancy in the Board of Trustees caused by the election of Mr. 
Kleine to another office was filled by the election of C. A. 
Kunkle, on the nomination of Professor Anderson. 

Secretary Hegeman reported a balance of $1,618.74 in the 
treasury of the college, and $419.18 to the credit of the society. 

The chairman of the Committee on Legislation announced 
that two new bills affecting pharmacy would be introduced in 
the New York State Legislature at the coming session, and he 
asked for the society’s indorsement of these bills. The Hill- 
Harawitz bill providing increased compensation, from $5 te 
$10 per diem, for members of the board; changing the date 
of annual meeting from the first Monday in January each yeat 
to the first Tuesday in January; omitting the words, “ know- 
ingly, willfully and fraudulently” in subdivision 3, provid- 
ing for the prosecution of adulterators of drugs; the imposi- 
tion of a penalty for each violation of the law committed on 
any one day, and permitting the recovery of the several penal- 
ties in one action, was indorsed by the society. The other 
measure, the so-called Chicago Conference bill in relation to 
the sale of narcotic drugs, was also approved on the recom- 
mendation of the chairman of the Legislative Committee. 

T. D. McElhenie started a discussion on the poisonous prop- 
erties of wood alcohol when applied externally. He said there 
were some who thought wood alcohol could be used as an ex- 
ternal application without causing any ill effects. It was, how- 
ever, well known that grain alcohol applied externally would 
produce intoxication. Mr. McElhenie asked, If wood alcohol 
is poisonous when taken internally, is it not also poisonous 
when applied externally? As no one seemed disposed to go into 
the toxicology of wood alcohol along these lines the subject was 
allowed to drop. 

The question of forming a separate branch of the N. A. R. D. 
in Brooklyn was brought up by Dr. Muir. A majority of the 
Executive Committee of the Metropolitan Association of Retail 
Druggists, Dr. Muir said, deemed it inadvisable to separate 
and form a Brooklyn branch, and while he did not agree with 
them he was still a believer in majority rule and acquiesced, 
suggesting that matters be allowed to remain as they are. Put- 
ting this in the form of a motion he was supported by Professor 
Anderson. Before the vote was taken, however, there was a 
heated debate over the proposed propaganda of the N. A. R. D. 
with regard to the popularization of U. S. P. and National 
Formulary preparations. Dr. Muir criticised the methods of the 
M. A. R. D. in offering to furnish druggists with specimens of 
N. F. preparations. He could not understand in any way what 
the N. A. R. D. had to do with anything outside of regulating 
prices. Why was the association engaged in other work? he

asked. Was it because the primary object of the association 
had proved a failure? The members fully supported Dr. Muir 
in his views, as was evidenced by the enthusiasm with which 
his remarks were greeted. It was suggested to send letters to 
the druggists of Brooklyn, asking if they would care to con- 
tribute $2 to insure a thorough canvass of the physicians and 
pharmacists of Brooklyn on National Formulary preparations, 
and a motion to that effect was made, but in deference to Pro- 
fessor Anderson the motion was laid over to the next meeting. 
The consensus was strongly against the N. A. R. D. attempting 
to do work of a local character without consulting the local 
associations already organized. Mr. McElhenie wanted it 
moved, as the sense of the meeting, that the N. A. R. D. should 
“stick to its last” which Dr. Muir said he would amend to 
“stick to its first,” meaning the earlier principles of the organi- 
zation. The vote on the motion to lay over was indecisive, and 
a division was about to be called for, when Dr. Muir withdrew 
in favor of his motion being taken up at a subsequent meeting. 

Counsellor Perkins, of the society, was introduced at this 
stage, and the members were invited to put questions to him on 
any subjects on which they were in doubt regarding the prob- 
able operation of the pure food and drug law, known officially 
as the Food and Drugs act. Otto Raubenheimer put several 
questions to him regarding the need of labeling household rem- 
edies like paregoric, syrup white pine compound and brown mix- 
ture, with the percentage or quantity of alcohol, chloroform, 
opium or morphine that might be contained in them. He said 
it was his belief that if a preparation prepared according to 
either the U. S. P. or N. F. bore the designations U. S. P. or 
N. F., this would be sufficient without the necessity of indicat- 
ing on the label the percentage of alcohol, opium, etc. 

Mr. Perkins replied that in his opinion it would not be nec- 
essary for pharmacists to alter their present methods of mak- 
ing sales of household remedies like paregoric and brown mix- 
ture in a retail way. In the case of preparations containing 
acetanilid, cocaine and morphine the original container must 
bear on the label the amount of proscribed drug contained in 
the preparation, but this referred more to articles that were 
not of ordinary household use. Mr. Perkins appeared to think 
that New York City pharmacists were alarming themselves 
unduly about the possible effect on them of the operation of 
the Food and Drugs act. He emphasized the fact that not all 
of the provisions of the law had been adopted by the Health 
Department as a part of the Sanitary Code and as the origina] 
law was a Federal statute affecting goods passing from one 
State into another the local dealer could afford t6 ignore many 
of its provisions. He, however, advised the’ members to make 
sure of getting a general guaranty from the jobbers and manu- 
facturers with whom they did business. The city ordinance 
forms section 69 of the Sanitary Code and its complete text 
follows: 

Sec. 69. No person shall manufacture or produce or have, sell 
or offer for sale in the City of New York any drug which is 
adulterated or misbranded. The term drug as herein used shall 
include all medicines for external or internal use, or both. 
Drugs as herein defined shall be deemed adulterated : 

(a) If when sold by or under a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopeia or National Formulary, it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality or purity as determined 
by the test laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or 
National Formulary official at the time of investigation; Pro- 
vided that no drug defined in the United States Pharmacopeia 
or National Formulary shall be deemed to be adulterated under 
this provision if the standard of strength, quality or purity be 
plainly stated upon the bottle, box or other container thereof, 
although the standard may differ from that determined by the 
test laid down in the United States Pharmacopm@ia or National 
Formulary. 

(b) If its strength or purity falls below the professed stand- 
ard under which it is sold. 

A drug shall be deemed misbranded : 

(a) If it be an imitation or offered for sale under the dis- 
tinctive name of another article. 

(b) If the contents of the package as originally put up 
shall have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents 
shall have been placed in such package, or if the package fails 
to bear a statement on the label of the quantity or proportion 
of any alcohol. morphine, opium, cocaine, herdin, chloroform, 
cannabis indica, chloral hydrate or acetanilid, or any deriva- 
tive or preparation of any such substances contained therein. 
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A comparison of this with the provisions of the Federal 
act will show numerous omissions, and it was evident from the 
nature of the questions submitted to Mr. Perkins by various 
members that they failed to recognize the distinction between 
a national act pertaining to interstate commerce and ordi- 
nance of local application such as section 69 of the Sanitary 
Code. 

In discussing the subject T. J. Keenan, associate editor of 
the AMERICAN Drucarst, said that until the Commissioner of 
Health of the City of New York announced his interpretation 
of the law it was unlikely that any prosecution would be 
brought. Already the commissioner had ruled that the law 
did not apply to prescriptions, although it is well known that 
under a strict interpretation of its provisions prescriptions 
would be affected. 

Mr. Perkins said that it was not the intention of the Federal 
authorities to enforce the law before October, 1907. After pass- 
ing a unanimous vote of thanks to Mr. Perkins at 5.15 o’clock 
p.m. the meeting adjourned. 


THE FRENCH ‘‘PURE FOOD ACT.” 


Severe Penalties for Adulteration—Mere Possession of Adulterated 
Goods an Offense—Substitution Severely Dealt With. 


(From our Paris Correspondent.) 


aris, December 3.—The provisions of the French law, 
passed about a year ago for “the repression of fraud in the 
sale of goods and adulteration of alimentary and agricultural 
produce,” may be summarized as follows: 

(1) Whoever shall deceive or attempt to deceive a pur- 
chaser with regard to the nature, substantial qualities, com- 
position, or contents of any goods, or as to their kind or origin, 
or as to their quantity or identity (by delivery of goods other 
than those contracted for) shall be subject to imprisonment 
from 3 to 12 months, or a fine of $4 to $1,000, or both penalties. 

(2) Fraud in weighing, measuring, ete, is punishable by 
two years’ imprisonment. 

(3) The penalties specified in the first clause are applicable 
to the adulteration of foodstuffs, drink, medical, agricultural 
and natural substances; the sale or exposure for sale of such 
articles of adulterated medicaments and the advertising of 
adulterated substances. 

If the adulterated article is poisonous or injurious to the 
health of human beings or animals a penalty of from three 
months to two years’ imprisonment and fine from $100 to 
$2,000 may be inflicted. These penalties are applicable even 
when the purchaser is cognizant of the adulteration. (This 
clause is not applicable to the sale of rotten fruit or vege- 
tables. ) 

(4) Those found in possession of false weighing or measur- 
ing apparatus, adulterated foodstuffs, medicaments, etc., are 
liable to $10 to $600 fine and six days’ to three months’ impris- 
onment; and if such foodstuffs and medicaments are harmful 
to men and animals to imprisonment from 3 to 12 months and 
fines from $20 to $1,000, : 

(7) The court may order notices of the condemnation to 
be published and posted for seven days on delinquent’s prem- 
ises or elsewhere, the laceration of such notices being punish- 
able by fine (for a second offense fine and imprisonment). 

(9) The delinquent is to pay analysis expenses, etc., if con- 
victed. 

The five final articles are omitted for brevity’s sake, the 
essential features of the law being contained in above articles.

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STATE EXCISE DEPARTMENT WINS. 





Jury Finds Agatnst Defendants in the Peruna Case—Chemical Ex- 
pert Testimony— The Formula Revealed. 


The case of the New York State Commissioner of Excise 
against H. D. Dwight & Co., and others, of Syracuse, was tried 
before Justice W. M. Rogers and a jury in the New York State 
Supreme Court at Syracuse the week before last. The defend- 
ants were charged with having sold Peruna without the nec- 
essary liquor license (retail liquor dealer’s), the State Com- 
missioner of Excise having ruled that Peruna was an intoxicat- 
ing drink within the meaning of the State Excise law. 
Though the Peruna Company was not represented directly by 
counsel, the case was in reality defended by them. Joseph 
Steele, assistant to the chemist of the Peruna Company, was 
ealled to the stand to give the method of manufacture of 
Peruna. He said the firm used alcohol and water to which were 
added tinctures made by a process of their own from the fluid- 
extracts of cubeb, collinsonia, corydalis, cedron and copaiba. The 
method of making the cubeb extract, he said, was to take 400 
pounds of ground cubeb, put it into a large vat and mix it with 
400 gallons of diluted alcohol. Three parts of this extract were 
then mixed with 9 parts of mixture of 95 percent. alcohol and 
water in equal proportions and of this so-called tincture 50 
gallons were added to each lot of 1,000 gallons of Peruna mix- 
ture. Twenty-two pounds of collinsonia root were extracted 
with 9% gallons of diluted alcohol (50 percent.) and 7 gallons of 
extract obtained, of which a tincture was made by using 3% 
ounces to 8 ounces of a menstruum of 50 percent. alcohol. 
Thirty-two hundred ounces (25 gallons) of this tincture were 
contained in 1,000 gallons. The cedron extract was prepared 
in the same way, except the tincture was only one-half the 
strength of the coilinsonia; 3200 ounces (25 gallons) of this 
were contained in 1,000 gallons, and the same with corydalis. 
One part in 20 parts of aleohol was used as a basis of the 
copaiba spirit, 5 gallons of which went into the 1,000 vat, to- 
gether with 1 gallon of caramel solution. Theoretically, each 
bottle of Peruna, of the old formula, contained the following 
ingredients: 
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The. case came to a standstill one day in order to give the 
chemists for each side time to make analyses of samples of the 
Peruna which had been put in evidence by the State Excise 
Department. Dr. Joseph A. Deghue, of the Lederle Laboratory, 
and H. T. Galpin, for the defendant, re-examined’ the 
samples. When the court reconvened on Monday, the 
results of the different analyses showed little difference 
save that the chemist for the defense obtained a_ slightly 
higher ether extract by the use of the Soxhlet apparatus. 
Galpin’s work was done by Stillwell & Lindsey who reported a 
notable increase in the ether extractive, their figures being .22 
percent., while the chemist for the prosecution reported only 
.02 percent. of ether extract. From a chemical standpoint there 
was practically little confliet of opinion, only an infinitesimal 
amount of drug being shown to be present in the mixture by 
either one of the chemists. AI] testified that while they were 
all sure of cubeb and could identify the copaiba by the odor; 
they could not find any trace of collinsonia, cedron or corydalis, 
Medical testimony was introduced on the last day of the trial 
and was confined principally to the question of whether or not 
Peruna was a medicine. 

The judge submitted four questions to the jury as questions 
of fact to be decided, yes, or no, by them: 

1. Was Peruna a remedy for Bright’s disease? 

2. Was Peruna a remedy for acute catarrh and for chronic 
catarrh? 

3. Was the amount of medicine in Peruna enough to make 
it a medicine and not an alcoholic drink? 
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4. Was the amount of alcohol in Peruna—27 percent.— 
necessary to keep the medicines in solution? 

After several hours deliberation the jury answered, No, to 
all of these questions and the defendants (among whom were 
included a surety company) were declared guilty of breach of 
contract and directed to pay $500 to the State Excise Depart- 
ment. 


DISCUSSES U. S. P. AND N. F. 
PREPARATIONS. 


M. A. R. D. 


Its Members Seek to Show That They Are Not Interfering with the 
Kings County Society’s Work Along Similar Lines—Resolution 
from Ohio Valley Druggists’ Association Read —Regort Made on 


Alleged Price Cutting. 


A discussion of the excellent results likely to be accom- 
plished by the adoption of the plan for interesting physicians 
in the U. S. P. and N. EF. preparations constituted the chief 
feature of the latest general meeting of the Metropolitan Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, held in the New York College of 
Pharmacy, Friday evening, December 14. An attempt was also 
made at this gathering to show that the attitude of the Kings 
County Pharmaceutical Society in resenting the alleged inter- 
ference of the M. A. R. D. in extending the propaganda of 
standard preparations in the Brooklyn territory was wholly 
without justification, inasmuch as the work to be accomplished 
along these lines required the hearty co-operation of all local 
organizations and could not receive too much assistance from 
any quarter. 

The discussion of the proposed campaign of education in 
U. S. P. and N. F. preparations arose when Jacob Diner re- 
ported in behalf of Peter Diamond, who was not present, that 
the Standard Preparations Committee had authorized the 
sending out of notices to all retail druggists in this city, asking 
them to become interested in the introduction to physicians of 
such preparations, together with samples and literature treat- 
ing of the same. Mr. Diner explained that in these notices to 
pharmacists, it was stated that in order to defray the expenses 
of such a campaign each druggist interested in the work was 
requested to pay $6 per annum if he did not also wish to be- 
come affiliated with the N. A. R. D., and $8 per annum if he 
also wished to join the national organization. He then told of 
the more than satisfactory replies received up to date from 
druggists in Manhattan, Richmond, the Bronx, Brooklyn and 
Queens. 

Dr. Anderson said that the Kings County society had been 
working along these lines for a long time and that some of its 
members felt that the M. A. R. D. was taking this work away 
from them. * 

* Personally,” he asserted, “I do not believe it would do 
any harm to duplicate the work. At the same time I think it 
would be advisable not to conflict with Kings County work. 
The M. A. R. D. will have enough to do in Manhattan, the 
Bronx and Richmond, and I am also inclined to think tbat 
more effective results could be obtained by using canvassers 
whose services can be paid by those interested in the work by 
a taxation of $2 each.” 

In response to a call for suggestions for spreading the 
propaganda, Dr. Anderson propose? that cabinets, filled with 
samples of N. F. preparations, similar to one which the Kings 
County Pharmaceutical Society bad presented to the Kings 
County Medical Society, be sent to other medical societies. 

John K. Oats added the suggestion that a cabinet contain- 
ing such samples, together with literature explaining their uses 
and several copies of the U. S. P. and N. F., would do a great 
deal of good if sent to the colleges of physicians and surgeons 
in this city, as many of the students at such institutions of 
learning were practically uninformed on these subjects. He 
therefore proposed that the Standard Preparations Committee 
consider the advisability of sending such samples to the New 
York medical colleges. 

Mr. Diner then related his experience with two manufactur- 
ing and wholesale houses in this city which were reported to 
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have permitted the sale of their products at less than the list 
price. When the attention of the respective heads of the city 
sales departinents in these two houses was directed to the al- 
leged cutting, the representatives of both concerns said they 
would investigate. Later these representatives reported that 
their goods were not being sold at less than list price, but Mr. 
Diner and Mr. Lauer, after making an independent investiga- 
tion, discovered that such cutting was being practiced in Har- 
lem. When the houses in question were informed of the result 
of this investigation they said they would visit all the stores 
which were reported to be cutting prices and compel them to 
stop the practice. A further discussion of this subject was also 
postponed until the next general meeting. 


THE DENATURED ALCOHOL BILL NOT SATISFACTORY. 


No Provision Made for Manufacture of Ether—Amendments Intro- 
duced into Congress—Small Distillers Shut Out by Regulations. — 
Term “Druggists’’ Defined by the Commissioner— Status - of 
Departmeat Stores Under the Law. 


A study of the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Internal Revenue Office for the regulation of the manufacture 
of and traffic in denatured alcohol has developed the fact that 
these regulations are so constructed as to practically shut out 
all except the very large distilleries. The natural result of this 
condition will be to concentrate the manufacture of the de- 
natured alcohol into the hands of a few distillers, and the 
critics of Congress say that this means practically a denatured 
alcohol trust. The Bureau of Chemistry of the Department 
of Agriculture has published a bulletin on the subject of de- 
natured alcohol, in which the Chief. of the Bureau says that 
under existing conditions it will probably not be possible to 
produce denatured alcohol of 95 percent. strength for less 
than 40 cents per gallon. In the hearing before the Ways and 
Means Committee, when the bill was under discussion, the 
statement was made by a commission organized for the study 
of the question that the product could be manufactured at 
about 20 cents per gallon. 

DENATURED ALCOHOL AND ETHER. 

In the discussions concerning the probable effects of the 
Act the legislatures appear to have lost sight of the importance 
of the use of ether as a solvent in various industries. The 
law provides that denatured alcohol shall be rendered “ unfit 
for liquid medicinal purposes,” and the interpretation which 
has been put upon this is that it shall not be used for the 
manufacture of liquid medicinal preparations. This inter- 
pretation is supported by the fact that while the bill was in 
the Senate Finance Committee, the representatives of a Rich- 
mond concern, said to control a process for making ether from 
petroleum, made an appointment to be heard before that body, 
but, owing to some break in the plans, it was not possible 
to hear them, or they were prevented from presenting argu- 
ment, at least, orally. The Virginia Senators were before the 
Committee, and one or the other of them was almost constantly 
on the watch in the Committee room. As the advocates of the 
free alcohol bill were not particularly well informed concerning 
the details of the different processes, and as those who were in 
charge of the presentation of witnesses for free alcohol were 
chiefly interested in the use of alcohol in the production of 
varnish and similar ways, no demand was made for a clear 
expression on this point. But when the bill was presented and 
debated in the Senate, Senator Martin of Virginia rose in his 
place, evidently by prearrangement with Mr. Aldrich, who was 
in charge of the bill, and asked plainly whether the bill per- 
mitted the use of alcohol in the manufacture of ether. Mr. 
Aldrich replied that it did not. The process of making ether 
from petroleum is, of course, one the producers of oil are inter- 
ested in from a business standpoint, and it was good policy in 
a general way for Mr. Aldrich as the guardian of oil interests 
to give this plain assurance. 

A bill has been introduced by Representative Hill providing 
for some changes in the law which, it is believed, go far toward 
simplifying its execution and broadening its field of usefulness. 


AND 
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Somewhat similar legislation is proposed in a measure intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator Hansborough. 
TERM “ DRUGGISTS ” DEFINED. 

The U. S. Commissioner of Internal Revenue has defined 
the term “ druggists’ as construed by the bureau in connection 
with the handling of denatured alcohol in the following letter 
to a collector: 


This office !s in receipt of your letter of the 13th inst., in reference 
to the application of manufacturing chemists and wholesale druggists 
of -—— for permit to deal in denatured alcohol. It appears from your 
letter and inclusure that this company has paid a special tax both as 
whoiesale and retail liquor dealer, but that, as druggist, it claims the 
right, under the exempting clause in section 59 of regulations No. 30, to 
sell and store alcohol on the same premises where other distilled spirits 
are stored. You state that, as construed by you, the word “ druggist,” 
as used in section 59, means “‘a person or firm compounding medicines 
under the prescriptions of physicians,’ and that you have informed 
the company that it is prohibited by that section and by D. T. 1071 
from dealing in denatured alcohol on the same premises used by them 
as wholesale and retail liquor dealer. 

The word “ druggist ” is defined by Webster as ‘‘One who deais in 
drugs: especially one who buys and sells drugs, without compounding 
them,” and this word, as used in the regulations, is intended to apply 
to all druggists, whether wholesale or retail, provided spirits and other 
liquors, if kept on the premises, are sold for medicinal or mechanical 
purposes only. (T. D. 1,071 and T. D. 1,084.) But in the present case 
it appears that the company is also engaged in manufacturing drugs, 
ete., and, presumably, in making liquid medicinal preparations. As such 
manufacturer it could not come within the exemption referred to; and, 
as in the case of other manufacturers producing like articles or drug- 
gists selling spirits or other liquors as a beverage, it would, if deal- 
ing in denatured alcohol, be required to store such alcohol on premises 
other than those used for manufacturing or selling such articles or 
liquors. 

’ The act relating to denatured alcohol contains a specific provision 
against the use of such alcohol for beverage or liquid medicinal pur- 
poses, and it would be manifestly unsafe and contrary to the purpose 
of the act to permit such alcohol to be stored on premises where bev- 
erages are sold or where such medicinal preparations are manufac- 
tured. While this privilege might be safely granted in many instances, 
this office, in administering revenue laws, is clearly not warranted in 
granting specia! privileges in individual cases. Your action in declin- 
ing to issue a permit for the sale of denatured alcohol on the premises 
described is therefore approved by this office. 


DEPARTMENT STORES WITH LIQUOR LICENSES CANNOT SELL 
DENATURED ALCOHOL. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has also made pub- 
lic the following correspondence regarding the status of a de- 
partment store under the denatured alcohol act. 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 10th inst., in which you state: 
“We are desirous of ascertaining whether there can be anything in the 
regulations which will prevent a department store like ours from 
selling denatured alcohol in our drug department in sealed packages 
of less than four and a half gallons. Our drug department is _ situ- 
ated on the main floor of our building. We have a wholesale liquor 
and rectifying license in our grocery department on the fifth floor.” 

In reply, your attention is called to section 59, regulations No. 30, 
regulations and instructions concerning denatured alcohol, which 
reads as follows: Neither completely nor specially denatured alcohol 
shall be kept or stored on the premises or the following classes of 
persons to wit: dealers in wines, fermented liquers or distilled spirits, 
rectifiers of spirits, manufacturers of and dealers in beverages of any 
kind, manufacturers of liquid medicinal preparations or distillers (ex- 
cept as to such denatured alcohol in stamped packages as is manufac- 
tured by themselves), manufacturers of vinegar by the vaporizing 
process and the use of a stili and mash, wort or wash, and persons 
who, in the course of business, have or keep distilled spirits, wines or 
malt liquirs or other beverages stored on their premises, provided that 
druggists are exempt from the above provisions. 

You will note that druggists are exempt from provisions of said 
section. This office holds, however, that druggists that deal in dis- 
tilled spirits, wines, or malt liquors and beverages do not come within 
the exempting clause. that they are in the same class as ordinary 
liquor dealers and cannot store denatured alcohol for sale or for any 
other purpose on the same premises on which they store their stock of 
distilled spirits, wines or malt liquors. The object of section 59 is to 
prevent denatured alcoho! and beverage liquors from being stored on 
the same premises. It is understood from your letter that all five or 
more stories of vour store constitute the same premises, that there are 
means of interior communication, such as elevators, etc., from one 
story to the other, and that in going from one story or part of your 
store to the other, you remain in yeur own premises. Your liquor de- 
partment on your fifth floor and your drug department, (in which you 
propose to keep stored and sell] denatured alcohol),,on your first floor, 
are, therefore, part of the same premises. 

Under these circumstances permit to deal in denatured alcohol and 
keep the same stored in the drug department or in any other depart 
ment similarly located with reference to your liquor department, can- 
not be issued. If you have premises. such as a warehouse, separate 
from your main store, and not constituting a part of the same prem- 
ises, and there are no means of interior communication between such 
premises and your main store then permit may issue, authorizing 
you to keep denatured alcohol stored on such premises and delivered 
to your customers therefrom.

Enclosed with the circular 
is a leaflet of formulas selected from the United State Pharma- 
copeia in which is given the names of the proprietary prepara- 
tions for which the pharmacopeial preparations may be sub- 
stituted.

The claim is just as good as that made by the same store when 
it announces another reduction in dry goods. 

THE NATIONAL DRUG LAW. 

There is really only one thing that the drug trade is willing 
to talk about these days, and that is the Food and Drugs act. 
The discussion is so wide and is bound to last so long that every 
opportunity is taken to give the vital subject all the latitude 
possible. Such bodies as grocers and millers in the city have 
held organized meetings on the subject and some of the drug- 
gists have expressed disappointment that the city association 
has not also been called together for the same purpose. 

There seems to be every effort made to follow out the pro- 
visions of the law. It is found that the public wants it and if 
it is evaded or opposed, it will be merely a provocation to a still 
more sweeping law. The local druggists are taking note of the 
changes in the form of advertising, being especially interested in 
the new names that certain preparations have to take. There 
is a local house sénding out a very old preparation that happens 
to have the word “ Electric” in its title. As the remedy is not 
in any way electric the word has been dropped. 


THE COCAINE AND CARBOLIC ORDINANCE, 

There are still mutterings against the carbolic acid and co- 
caine city ordinance, and as soon as Dr. Wende returns to the 
health oflice next month it is expected that he will take meas- 
ures either to enforce it or to have it repealed. As it is now 
it is a burden to the timid druggist and is ignored by the others. 

WESTERN NEW YORK AUIES. 


For some reason the new Hubbard Pharmacy, announced for 
the corner of Michigan and Riley streets, Buffalo, has not ma- 
terialized yet. 


The Buffalo Druggists’ Bowling Club will now fall into line 
in the contest for the elegant $35 silver cup offered by the 
American Soda Fountain Company. The trophy arrived the 
other day and is all it was promised to be. 

There is an indication that Buffalo druggists are to be con- 
sidered good political material hereafter. Though there is at 
present only one of them in public office others are reporting 
that the district committees are coming about quietly and ask- 
ing them if they will take this or that local position. 

The American Druggists’ Syndicate, of New York, is getting 
a decided hold on the Buffalo druggists. It appears to have 
been formed at first on the plan of the Buffalo Drug Merchants’ 
Exchange and then, being in a larger field, has added manufac- 
turing to jobbing. It now has more than 30 members among 
the Buffalo druggists, having an active promoter in Druggist 
Edward Volk, of this city. Lately C. H. Goddard, of the Syn- 
dicate, has been in Buffalo and held conferences with the drug- 
gists on the question of its future policy, as outlined by their 
needs. 

The Buffalo Drug Merchants’ Exchange is not likely to suffer 
materially on account of the Syndicate, as it has its own field and 
is doing exceedingly well in it, so much so that a call has been 
issued for the members to take out another share of stock each, 
the funds to be used in providing it larger quarters for its goods. 
It really outgrew these narrow quarters a year ago, but -has 
managed to remain in them till now. The change will be made 
in the spring. Practically every Buffalo retail druggist be- 
longs to the Exchange and there are quite a number of out-of- 
town members.

BIG MEETING OF B. A. R. D. DISCUSSES NATIONAL DRUGS LAW. 

The Boston Association Retail Druggists, Inc., held a largely 
attended meeting at the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy 
last week, druggists being present from Worcester, South Fram- 
ingham, and from the cities and towns near Boston. The pure 
food law was the attraction and a lawyer representing the as- 
sociation’s counsel was present and gave his views upon the 
subject at length. A discussion followed during which Fred L. 
Carter, of Carter, Carter & Meigs, treated the measure from the 
wholesaler’s standpoint. Later a business meeting was held 
and this took the attention of the members until near midnight. 
President LaPierre occupied the chair. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIST OF PREPARATIONS CONTAINING COCAINE. 


The last monthly report of the State Board of Health shows 
the examination of 90 samples of drugs of which 19 failed 
to comply with the standard. These included olive oil, spirits 
of camphor and preparations containing cocaine. The full list 
of cocaine preparations already advertised by the board in- 
eludes Créwn Catarrh Powder, Dr. Agnew’s Catarrh Powder, I.

NEW ENGLAND NEWS NOTES. 

A spectacular fire occurred in the downtown section last 
Saturday morning in the store of Lewis & Co., Merrimac and 
Travers streets. The blaze caught from the cellar furnace pipes 
and was first observed at the front doorway, the hour being 5 
a. m. Before the firemen could reach the scene, the upper 
stories were involved. The heat of the blaze was intense and 
the fumes from the large stock of drugs put the fire fighters at 
great disadvantage and on some of the upper floors the fire 
practically consumed all of the stock before it was extinguished. 
Lewis & Co. had a large stock of holiday goods on the street 
floor which was heavily damaged. Their total loss is placed at 
$15,000, and the building owned by the heirs of the late Thomas 
L. Jenks, was damaged to the extent of $5,000. Years ago 
Dr. Jenks was engaged in the drug business at this stand. 

Wareham, Mass., was visited by a disastrous fire last week 
and the drug store and building owned by Mr. Waters de- 


stroyed. The loss in the Waters building was $2,000. 





AMERICAN DRUGGIST AND 
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Joint Conference on the Food and Drugs Act—Widespread Interest 
in the Measure—Planning for State Legislation—Nomtinations 
for P. A. R. D. Officers.

Philadelphia, December 19.—On January 15 there will be a 
meeting at the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy for a dis- 
cussion of the provisions of the proposed pure food law and it 
is expected that representatives of the Philadelphia Branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, the Philadelphia 
Association of Retail Druggists, the Western Pennsylvania Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association, the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Association and the various county and city organizations will 
be present to express their views. This meeting is the outcome 
of a gathering of the Philadelphia Branch of the American 
Phamaceutical Association which was held on December 12 in 
the College of Phisicians. At this meeting a movement was set 
on foot which it is expected will result in the presentation to 
the next Legislature of a bill to correspond with the drug pro- 
visions of the new Federal Pure Food and Drug law which 
goes into effect on January 1. A full report of this meeting 
appears in another column. 


SUNDAY CLOSING BEFORE P. A. R. D. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Philadelphia Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists was held on December 7. There was a 
large attendance and considerable business of importance to 
the drug trade was discussed. There is hardly any doubt 
about the success of the new drug club in this city. At the 
meeting of the Association, Edward F. Hahn presented the 
proposition to those present and said that the headquarters 
would be in the central portion of the city. There is to be a 
meeting of the charter members in January and every effort is 
to be made to increase the membership to at least 500. The 
initiation fee is to be $5. Druggists, doctors and dentists and 
others allied with these professions can become members. 
Thomas H. Potts, chairman of the special law committee, made 
an official report of the Loder suit stating that it had been or- 
dered back for re-trial. At the meeting it was brought out that 
the Sunday closing movement was spreading and in some sec- 
tions of the city many druggists were closing their stores on 
Sunday. While the movement has in no way become universal 
there is an effort being made by the druggists to have a part 
of Sunday, at least, to themselves. It is thought that with the 
beginning of the New Year that quite a large number of drug 
stores will be closed on Sunday. While no official action has 
been taken by the association there is, however, a feeling that 
more spare time should be given to the druggist and his clerks 
and it is likely that considerable good will grow out of the agi- 
tation for Sunday closing.

Reese as a committee to look into the advisability of utilizing 
these pages to boom the association.

It was also agreed to have the Entertainment Committee 
which will be appointed next year to take up the question of the 
advisability of holding a banquet at which each member will 
have the privilege of inviting a doctor or druggist friend. The 
present Entertainment Committee was instructed to provide a 
suitable place to hold the annual meeting, which will take place 
next month. 


PHILADELPHIA NEWS NOTES. 


William L. Cliffe, the Philadelphia representative on the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining Board, takes a promi- 
nent part in all matters pertaining to the drug trade. Mr. 
Cliffe is an indefatigable worker, and there is nothing too much 
trouble for him to undertake that will benefit his fellow drug- 
gists. Besides attending to considerable outside work, Mr. 
Cliffe conducts two flourishing drug stores. He is an up-to-date 
druggist in every respect. 

Mahlon N. Kline, the president of the Smith, Kline & 
French Company, of this city, is taking an active interest in the 
new Pure Food and Drugs law which goes into effect on Janu- 
ary 1. Mr. Kline has been in constant touch with the depart- 
ment at Washington and it has been through his efforts that 
some of the measures incorporated in the bill have been made 
clear. During the best part of last week Mr. Kline was in 
Washington in consultation with other members of the profes- 
sion in regard to certain matters pertaining to the new law. 


The work of making an inventory of the stock of the Phila- 
delphia Wholesale Drug Company, Limited, has been completed. 
Under the management of President Frank Rohrman there has 
been a large increase in the company’s business. Within a short 
time the adjoining building will be taken over and then it is 
thought there will be greater facilities for doing a much larger 
business. The company now has solicitors ‘out and the work 
done by them has been greater than expected. The company 
is in a most flourishing condition, nearly all the prominent drug- 
gists of this city being stockholders. 


J. H. Stoever, the well known head of the Broad Street Sta- 
tion Pharmacy, has passed away. A short time ago Mr. Stoever 
started on a two years’ trip around the world, but owing to 
severe stomach trouble when he was at Salt Lake City, he was 
forced to return to Philadelphia. Mr. Stoever was one of the 
best kuown druggists in this city. He was of a retiring dispo- 
sition, but had one of the best paying drug stores. His soda- 
water fountain did a very large business, very often as high as 
4,000 drinks a day being served. The business will be con- 
tinued by the remaining members of the firm. 


On Monday moraing last there was an explosion in the drug 
store of C. R. Lord, Twelfth street and Fairmount avenue, 
which netted the owner a loss of from $700 to $1,000. This 
damage was caused by the explosion of a number of bottles of 
chemicals. Just how no one at present knows. Mr. Lord, at the 
usual time the evening before, closed his store and retired. He 
wis aroused by some one pounding on the street door, but be- 
fore he could open it there was an explosion which shook the 
house. He hurried down stairs and discovered his store on fire. 
However, the flames were extinguished before they made much 
headway. On investigation Mr. Lord discovered that every 
bottle on the shelves were shaken to the floor and broken and 
the show cases were shattered. While the flames spread rap- 
idly after the explosion, they were soon subdued by the firemen. 
In the meantime the smoke had nearly suffocated Mrs. Lord, 
who was trying to get out of the building. Shewas found by her 
husband staggering along the upper hail, and he managed to get 
her safely out and to a friend’s house across the street.

cent. on All Receipts—United Drug Company Invades Balti- 
more—A Hundred Thousand Dollar Lease. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Baltimore, December 20.—After an agitation extending 
over months and by the exertion of much pressure on the part 
of the druggists, but more especially because of the danger 
that an irreconcilable attitude would be utilized by its rival 
to make gains, the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Company, 
a branch of the Bell system, has agréed to give pharmacists 15 
percent. of all the money taken in as tolls by the slot machines 
stationed in drug stores, and the proposition is acceptable to the 
trade. The decision of the company is the outcome of the action 
taken by the Baltimore Retail Druggists’ Association week be- 
fore last, when a proposition to accept 10 percent. was rejected 
after a discussion of the subject in open meeting. At the same 
time a resolution was adopted to open negotiations with the 
Maryland Telephone Company, if the other corporation re- 
mained obdurate. This latter threat evidently had its effect, 
and the new proposition followed. 

SOME DRUGGISTS GOT COMMISSIONS, SOME DID NOT. 

Until now the great majority of druggists have received 
nothing for looking after telephones in their stores aside from 
a limited number of free calls, the telephone company having 
contended all along that telephones were not only a great con- 
venience, but brought much business which would go elsewhere 
otherwise. Gradually most of the instruments maintained at a 
fixed rental were taken out and slot machines substituted, often 
in defiance of the wishes of the druggist, the action of the com- 
pany being frequently arbitrary and resulting in litigation. For 
years all but a few of the druggists would not have any ’phones 
at all, and only by degrees were they induced to allow the com- 
pany to install slot machines. In some instances attractive con- 
cessions were offered, one druggist admitting freely that he held 
out for 20 percent. of the receipts and got it. It appears that 
the company did not proceed upon any regular basis, but made 
the best terms it could. 

TO DISCUSS PURE FOOD LAW. 

A meeting of interest to physicians and druggists is to be 
held at the rooms of the Chirurgical and Medical Faculty, 
847 North Eutaw street, on Thursday night of this week, under 
the auspices of the Baltimore branch of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, to discuss the subject, “the Pure Food 
and Drug law.” Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, of the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington, and Dr. A. R. L. Dohme, of 
Sharp & Dohme, Baltimore, will address the meeting, the for- 
mer discoursing on the act approved June 30, 1906, and the lat- 
ter taking for his subject “The Relations of the Act to the 
Retailer, Wholesaler and Manufacturer.” 

Though the law goes into effect on the first of the new 
year, the trade is still woefully in ignorance of the require- 
ments made, and almost wholly unprepared to meet them. The 
manufacturers of proprietaries have written to say that if the 
wholesalers would submit a list of stocks the proper labels 
would be forwarded. This was done at once, but the labels 
have so far failed to arrive, and the members of the trade 
are at sea as to what they should do. Even if the labels ar- 
rive now, the time is believed to be too short to affix them to 
the goods affected by the provisions of the act, and much con- 
fusion is likely to result. 


THE UNITED DRUG COMPANY 1N BALTIMORE. 

Though such a move had been expected for some time past, 
the final steps toward the invasion of this city by the United 
Drug Company were not taken until recently, when the corpor- 
ation, which conducts some sixty pharmacies in Boston and has 
places in other cities, leased for a long term of years the four- 
story building at 17 West Lexington street, in the heart of the 
retail shopping district. The amount involved in the lease is 


said to be about $100,000 and the new lessees will take posses- 
sion about February 3.

THE COCAINE SELLERS TO BE CAUGHT. 

The new municipal court, which has displaced the old jus- 
tice shops of ill repute, is likely to work a revolution in the 
handling of cocaine cases. A number of old offenders would 
always take an appeal when they were fined by a justice of 
the peace for selling cocaine. The case would then drag along 
for a couple of years, or so, until it could be brought up in the 
Circuit Court. By the time it was heard the witnesses often 
vanished, or else they changed their minds about the advisa- 
bility of selling cocaine, and the offender escaped punishment. 
The number of such offenders was, of course, not large. These 
cases will hereafter be tried in a court of record in the first 
place, and when an appeal is taken the rehearing will be from 
the recorded evidence. It will be the record and not the wit- 
nesses that will be depended upon in the upper court here- 
after. A case against Albert J. Dahlberg, a clerk in Brendecke’s 
drug store at West Randolph and Sangamon streets, is being 
watched with much interest. It is said that there are a great 
number of cocaine “fiends” on the West Side. Five men are 
now under arrest on the charge of having stolen a large 
amount of cocaine from Brendecke’s store. 


THE INDEPENDENT TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


Announcement has been made that arrangements for the 
formation of the Independent Telephone Company have been 
practically completed. The company will take over the auto- 
matic instruments of the Illinois Telephone Company, the 
wires for which run through the subway. The automatic 
system—-“ the girlless, cussless, out of orderless’”’—has not 
been in wide use, but it has given great satisfaction where tried 
in the downtown district. The customer can ring up the num- 
Ler himself and get a direct connection in the time that it 
takes to induce “central” to gnswer, most of the time. It 
has not yet been made clear what effect the new company will 
have on the local situation. 


ILLINOIS ASSOCIATION TO MEET JUNE 11. 

The semi-annual meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association was held at the Secre- 
tary’s office, Chicago, December 4, at 2 p. m.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON FRAUDULENT ADVERTISING OF PATEN7. 
MEDICINES. 

Manufacturers of patent medicines are anxious to obtain: 
the good will of the retail druggists for the sale of their’ 
products. 

The honest and conscientious pharmacist who desires to do: 
the square thing by the medical friends and his customers 
cannot go out of the way to assist any manufacturer whe 
makes dishonest claims for his products, as to their econtents- 
or medicinal value. 

The public has been thoroughly aroused in regard to the 
patent medicine question, and looks to the pharmacist for in- 
formation on it. For the pharmacist to cater to the patronage 
of physicians on one hand and on the other to assist in selling 
quack nostrums under flagrant misrepresentation, is under- 
mining our very foundation for confidence of the public in our 
competency and integrity. 

We therefore beg to submit that an earnest appeal be- 
drafted to the manufacturers of patent medicines to so revise 
their advertisements so as to make it possible for honorable- 
pharmacists to tolerate traffic in patent medicines. 

Whiskey under any other name acts just as bad. To pahmn- 
off this curse-all as a cure-all is neither pharmacy nor medi- 
cine, not decency or honesty, and should not be countenanced 
The time has come when the line between honesty and hum- 
buggery in patent medicines will be more distinctly drawn, 
and manufacturers will have only themselves to blame if they 
do not prepare themselves for the judgment day. 

THE DEATH OF MR. EBERT. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Avery, Bodemann and 
Forsyth reported the following resolutions regarding the death 
of Mr. Albert E. Ebert, one of the oldest members of the 
Association : 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association in Executive Com- 
mittee assembled records its profound grief at the loss sus- 
tained by Illinois as well as by pharmacy in general in the 
death of Albert E. Ebert, November 20, 1906. Mr. Ebert was 
an earnest enthusiastic champion of pharmacy and a faithful 
worker in our association from its first beginning. He filled 
many positions of trust and honor and was ever ready to do 
the best as he saw it for his chosen life cause, pharmacy. 

In his death, the Illinois pharmacists lose one of their most 
active and earnest supporters, who always under most adverse 
conditions had the courage of conviction, a virtue so rare in 
this period of opportunism.

Condition of Trade. 
New Yorx, December 22, 1906. 

Trade in the general line of drugs and chemicals during 
the past fortnight has shown little diminution in volume and 
the strength of the market continues a prominent feature, the 
undertone being notably firm. The expectations of a higher 
level for quinine, adverted to in our last, have been realized, 
and other important changes consisted of advances in codeine 
and morphine, following higher prices for opium. A strong 
market prevails for Haarlem oil and higher prices are ex- 
pected. Balsam of tolu, which is usually held with marked 
firmness at this season of the year, has sold in large lots at a 
slight concession from the market price, possibly owing to the 
prevalence of mild weather. With the advance of the season 
the demand for this balsam and other articles which are used 
to combat colds and similar winter affections is likely to in- 
erease. Peru balsam is stronger, owing to scarcity, and values 
are established on a slightly higher level. There is no abate- 
ment in the strength of camphor, though prices are not quota- 
bly changed from the previous range. This being the season 
of the year when traveling salesmen are withdrawn from the 
road to report at headquarters, and when jobbers are busy with 
their inventories, a relaxation is usually felt, but this has 
proved an exception, the expected slackening not being appar- 
ent and the volume of orders being in excess of that usually 
experienced. The principal fluctuations of the period under 
review are noted below.

Acetone is maintained firmly at the advance named in our 
Aast and we hear of no sales at under 17c. 


Apomorphine hydrochloride is held at a higher range by the 
manufacturers, owing to the Increased cost of opium, the re- 
vised quotations standing at $6.30 to $6.75 as to quantity. 

Alcohol, wood and grain, continues held at full combination 
prices and about the average distribution is reported. For 
grain $2.46 to $2.49 is named, while wood is held and selling 
at 70¢c to 75¢e for 95 and 97 percent. respectively. Contracts 
are reported made for denatured alcohol, 1907 delivery. 


Balsams.—Copaiba, Central American, has moved into 
firmer position, most of the cheaper lots having been taken 
up; some holders ask 40c, though 38c will yet buy. Para is 
extremely scarce, and holders of the limited available supply 
are firm in their views at 50c to 60c. Peru is in upward ten- 
dency and good demand, round lots being reported sold for 
export at $1.35, though jobbing quantities are available at 
$1.30. Tolu is in moderate, seasonable demand at previous 
prices, or say 19c to 21¢. All of the balsams official in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia are in upward tendency in an- 
ticipation of the operation of the Food and Drugs act. 


Barks.—Cascara sagrada is neglected at the moment, but 
values are apparently steady at 914c to llc. Bayberry has 
dropped a notch in the interval, quotations at the close show- 
ing a decline to 7Tisc to 8%c. Elm, selected in bundles, is held 
with increased firmness at 18\%4c to 20c; some powdered on the 
market is quoted at 14c to 15c. Cottonroot, of the new crop, 
is maintained at a wide range of values; old quoted at Sc to 
9c. Soap is in light supply, but most of the inquiry is for for- 
ward delivery and spot prices remain unchanged at 614c to 7c 
for cut, and 5c to 5%c for whole. 


Buchu leaves, short, is held with continued firmness and 
we hear of a sale of good green leaf at 27c, though fair yel- 
lowish leaves continue to offer at 20c. Business is somewhat 
restricted, as buyers and sellers are apart in their views. 

Burgundy pitch has been in good seasonable demand and 
we hear of sales at 4c to 414c. 

Cacao butter is in firmer position, influenced by the advanc- 
ing tendency of foreign markets, and 39c to 42c is named for 
12 pound boxes; bulk continues held and selling 35%4c to 36%. 

Cassia buds are higher owing to scarcity, the principal deal- 
ers naming 26c to 27c as to quality and quantity. 

Chamomile flowers, new German, are offered with increased 
freedom, but there is no demand of consequence at this season 
and sales are at 9c to 1le. 

Codeine has been advanced by the manufacturers to cor- 
respond with the increased cost of opium, and the revised quo- 
tations are $3.50 for alkaloid in bulk, $3.35 for sulphate and 
hydrochloride, and $3.10 ‘for phosphates, less the usual rebate 
for quantity lots. 

Damiana is receiving increased attention owing to reports 
of light stock at primary sources, and quotations show an ad- 
vance to 9c to 10c as to quantity and quality. 

Dragon’s blood continues in good seasonable demand and 
holders of reed quote at an advance to 45c for prim thin. 

Elder flowers have moved into firmer position and sales of 
prime are reported at 20c. 

Ergot has developed an easier tone in sympathy with con- 
ditions abroad, coupled with lack of demand on spot, and quo- 
tations are now on the basis of 27c to 28c for Russian, and 34¢ 
to 36c for Spanish. 

Glycerin continues on the upward grade, manufacturers of 
refined having advanced quotations for C. P. to 11%c to 12c 
in drums or barrels, and 12%c to 13c for cans. 

Guarana has further advanced in the interval and the de- 
mand continues active. Spot stocks are greatly reduced, and 
with little coming forward from primary sources, holders are 
reserved in their offerings; quoted $2.00 to $2.10. 

Haarlem oil has been in active movement during the inter- 
val, and holders have materially advanced their quotations in 
consequence of the uncertainty over supplies as well as the 
threatened proceedings, both here and in the primary market, 
over the trade name. For capped, $3.75 is said to be an inside 
quotation, and up to $4.25 is named for corked, with supplies 
offered very sparingly at these figures. 
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Juniper berries are in moderate demand and steady, with 
spot goods offered at 3%c to 4c. 
Menthol is unseasonably dull and nothwithstanding firmer 
reports from foreign markets spot quotations remain at $2.50 
to $2.60, the inside figure being for cases. 


Morphine is in firmer tendency and manufacturers have © 


already announced an advance of 10c per oz., stimulated by the 
advance in opium; ounce vials quoted at $2.30 to $2.60, as to 
quantity. 

Opium has sold more freely during the interval and the 
imovement has been upon a stronger basis of values, influenced 
by adverse crop reports from producing districts. The ad- 
vance to $3.55 for cases made by one house has been followed 
by other dealers and the outlook is deemed encouraging by 
holders generally. Cases do not offer below this figure and 
jobbing quantities are held at $3.5314 to $3.60, while powdered 
is maintained at $4.00 to $4.05. 

Quinine continues in active demand and the movement 
during the interval has been upon a stronger basis of value, 
manufacturers having advanced their price 2c per oz. on 
the 14th inst. The range of the market is now 17c to 17%4¢, 
the inside figure being for German and Java from second 
hands, while 17144¢ is the manufacturers’ quotation. Discus- 
sion has been rife in the trade regarding the limit of the am- 
monia (Kerner) test and some manufacturers make statements 
to the trade advising that their make of quinine sulphate con- 
forms to the standard of United States Pharmacopeia VIII, 
which cails for 6 Ce. ammonia, a higher standard than in the 
preceding issue of the Pharmacopeeia. Reference to this is 
made in another column. It will be sufficient to state here 
that the confusion created by a certain ambiguity in the phar- 
macopeial directions has been cleared away and the assur- 
ance of the chairman of the Committee of Revision that the 
leading manufacturers in this country are now supplying a salt 
which meets the requirement of the Pharmacopeia will serve 
to allay some misgivings on the part of consumers. 

Saffron, American, is irregular and unsettled, some holders 
offering at 80c, though others continue to name 85c as inside. 

Thymol was more actively inquired for, and holders are 
offering with more reserve at an advance to $1.85 to $2.00. 

Uva Ursi leaves continue scarce and wanted, and the market 
is well sustained at 44% to #4. 

Wax, Brazil, is in easier tendency, former quotations show- 
ing a cut of Ie. 

Chemicals. 

The chemical market has been rather uneventful since our 
last. White arsenic has been established at a higher range, 
sales having been made between the range of 744c to 8c. The 
tendency of values in blue vitriol is upward, owing to the strong 
position of copper, and manufacturers have advanced prices 
4c, to the basis of Tic. 

Oxalie acid is in demand and scarce, and we hear of a sale 
at 914c, though 9c will yet buy. 

Essential Oils. 

Anise continues to sell quite freely in jobbing quantities and 
values are well sustained at the range of $1.38714 to $1.40 for 
15 degree, though lower test oil is available at $1.35. 

Camphor, Japanese, is held with increased firmness, owing 
to scarcity, and the heavy by-product variety has been advanced 
to 20e to 22c. : 

Cassia is in better supply and the market has eased off a 
trifle, sales at the close being at $3.12% to $3.15. 

Cloves is held with increased firmness, owing to the stronger 
position of the spice, but supplies are still available at $1.00. 

Erigeron is in limited supply and wanted and holders gen- 
erally quote at an advance to $1.00, though small sales are 
reported at 75c. 

Geranium, Turkish, is in upward tendency, due to the char- 
acter of the crop reports which have been received the past

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Lavender is in light supply and holders generally decline to

Lemon is in easier tendency, owing to offerings of new crop, 
which is quoted at 95¢c to $1.10; sales on spot were at $1.15. 


Orange, of the new crop, to arrive, is held at firmer figures, 
$2.10 being named, but spot quotations for old are unchanged. 

Peppermint is in slightly improved demand, though the mar- 
ket lacks steadiness, and the bulk of the transaction seldom ex- 
ceeds jobbing proportions. While sales from second hands are 
making at $3.20 to $3.30, the general quotation is $3.40 to 
$3.50. Export demand has been interfered with to some extent 
by reports of the existence of a large quantity of “ weedy ” oil 
on the market. 


Pennyroyal is finding a limited jobbing sale, but practically 
the only variety on the market is the French, for which quota- 
tions range from $1.85 to $2.25. 


Gums. 

There is little new or interesting to report in the market 
for druggists’ gums. Camphor continues to monopolize atten- 
tion, American refined being maintained at the high range re- 
cently established. Japanese ounces are available at $1.20 and 
2% lb. blocks at $1.17. Chicle has continued in upward ten- 
dency and sales are reported at 45c to 50c. 

Roots. 

Aconite has sold moderately in a jobbing way during the 
interval and German is well sustained at 10e to 10™M%e. 

Dandelion, German, is firmer at 8c to 8%4c, owing to scarcity 
of spot supplies, but the stringency may be relieved any time 
by new crop arrivals. 

Gentian is higher at primary sources, full French root hav- 
ing advanced to the equivalent of 514c laid down here. The 
spot quotation, however, is unchanged at 5c. 

Golden seal is showing an easier tendency and there are 
sellers at $1.50. 

Ipecac is attracting increased attention and extreme prices 
are maintained in some quarters, owing to rejection of arrivals 
that failed to come up to the standard of the U. 8. Pharma- 
copeia. We hear of sales, however, at $2.05 to $2.15 for 
Carthagena and Rio, respectively. 

Jalap is in better supply and has developed a, lower ten- 
dency, there being sellers at 18¢ to 20c. 

Orris, Florentine, has been in good request since our last, 
and values show a hardening tendency, with 10c now the pre- 
vailing quotation. 

Squill is in good seasonable demand and values are stead- 
ily maintained at 13%4c to 15c. * 

Turkey corn is scarce and in demand; sales at 30c. 

Seeds. 

Nothing of special importance has transpired in this de- 
partment since our last, the only reported changes being a 
higher market for Dutch poppy, which is now quoted at 8c. 
Rape also shows an advance to 4%c to 4%c for German and 
5e to 514¢c for English. Decorticated cardemoms continue on 
the upward grade with 55c to 5714c now quoted, while bleached 
offers at 35c. Caraway, Dutch, is firmer owing to scarcity and 
the inside quotation has been marked up to 7%4c. Colchicum 
is in better supply and offers more freely at 19¢ to 20c.

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THE MANUFACTURERS AND THE; PURE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT. 


Manufacturers of Proprietary Preparations and of Drugs of All Sort 
Get into Line—Some Question About Guarantees—Retailers Pre. 
fer Guarantee Labels—Stickers Supplied for Supplemental Label- 
ing—Some of the Circulars Issued to the Trade.

The entire drug trade has at last become thoroughly inter- 
ested in the Food and Drugs Act. At the Indianapolis meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association, and even at the 
Atlanta meeting of the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, the retailers betrayed but little interest in the Law, and 
seemed to think that it concerned them not at all. Within the 
last month, however, in fact, within the last fortnight, meetings 
have been held in all the large centers where interested audi- 
ences of retailers discussed various phases of the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act, and the leaders show most intelligent interest in 
the subject. Manufacturing pharmacists and jobbers have been 
overwhelmed with the innumerable details involved in the re- 
arrangement of thousands of sets of labels so as to have them 
in accord with the requirements of the act. There has been 
no indication in any quarter of a desire to evade the law. 


The Guaranty Label. 

Schering & Glatz, importers of fine medicinal chemicals, of 
58 Maiden Lane, New York, are of the opinion that some 
raisunderstanding exists in regard to Regulation 9 of the Food 
aud Drugs act, the misconception being, according to this firm, 
that the wholesaler and the retailer are protected only if the 
goods bear the “guaranty label” of the manufacturer or im- 
porter from whom they emanate, with no other way of relieving 
the trade of responsibility. Schering & Glatz, accordingly, ask 
us to permit them the following exposition of the matter in the 
columns of the AMERICAN DRUGGIST: 

“Regulation 9 (a) of the Food and Drugs act reads: 

“*No dealer in food or drug products will be liable to prose- 
cution if he can establish that the goods were sold under a 
guaranty by the wholesaler, manufacturer, jobber, dealer or 
other party residing in the United States from whom pur- 
chased.’ 

“Clauses (b), (c) and (d) suggest methods by which the 
manufacturer or his selling agents can give to the trade the 
guaranty that his goods comply with the Food and Drugs act. 
The methods suggested are (1) to file a general guaranty with 
the Secretary of Agriculture and place the serial number under 
which this guaranty is registered on the label of each package ; 
and (2) to give the guaranty with each and every invoice. 

“But the use of one of these two methods is not necessary 
in order to give the trade the guaranty. Any other method 
which is legally binding—i. e., which a court of law would con- 
sider valid—affords the same protection to the trade. All that 
is necessary is that the dealer must ‘establish that the goods 
were sold under a guaranty by the wholesaler, manufacturer, 
jobber, dealer or other party residing in the United States from 
whom purchased.’ 

“The guaranty can, therefore, be just as well given by a 
letter in which the manufacturer or his agents states: 

“*Each and every package which has emanated from our 
firm in the past or will emanate from it in the future is sold 
with the guaranty that it complies with the Food and Drugs 
act, June 30th, 1906.’ 


“This guaranty is just as valid as either of the two forms 
suggested in clauses (b), (c) and (d) of Regulation 9. 

“This fact is of very practical importance. Goods which 
do not bear the guaranty label, but which are guaranteed by 
the firm who markets them by a letter such as the above, do 
not need to be returned for re-labelling. This saves an enor- 
mous amount of labor and expense. 

“We have adopted this method by writing to each whole- 
sale druggist in this country a letter in which we extend the 
direct guaranty that the goods which have emanated from our 
firm in the past and will emanate from it in the future comply 
in every respect with the Food and Drugs act. This renders 
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superfluous the colossal task of going through out entire stock, 
opening each case and taking out and re-labelling each package. 

“ Pharmacists who receive goods from our firm are there- 
fore entirely relieved of all responsibility, even if they do 
not bear our ‘ Guaranty Label.’ 

“ As, however, the direct guaranty which we have given to 
the trade may in the course of time be forgotten, we have, to 
avoid unnecessary correspondence later on, instructed the man- 
ufacturers whom we represent to place our label stating ‘Guar- 
anteed under the Food and Drugs act, No. 61’ on all goods 
hereafter received by us. 


On the same subject we have received the following: 


Will you kindly give a conspicuous place in your valu- 
able publication to the positive, emphatic assurance which we 
desire to give the retail drug trade, that it is wholly unneces- 
sary for them to demand of the jobbers that every package of 
our preparations shall bear our guaranty under the Food and 
Drugs act, or some reference thereto? Much of the stock of our 
products on the shelves of the jobbing trade January 1 will not 
bear such guaranty or any mention of it, for the good and 
sufficient reason that neither is required by the Food and Drugs 
act nor by the regulations. Our general guaranty No. 6 is now 
on file in the office of the Secretary of Agriculture. Under the 
regulations the jobbing trade is perfectly free to send out be- 
yond State lines any preparations of our make now on their 
sheives, precisely as they are, without the least reference to our 
general guaranty, provided the alcoholic preparations in such 
stock bear the alcohol “sticker” giving the percentage of alco- 
hol in the preparation. In other words, the one single change 
required by the law and the regulations in the jobbers’ stocks 
of our products on hand January 1 is the affixing of the 
“ stickers ” to alcoholic preparations. shipped beyond State lines. 
All non-alcoholic preparations may be freely shipped by the 
jobber precisely as they are, without change of any kind or 
character, until October 1, 1907. 

We publish all our formulas on our labels, giving the quan- 
titative proportions. Our products are in strict harmony with 
the requirements of the new federal act; and until October 1, 
1907, no change is required in our packages, with the single 
exception of the attaching of the alcohol stickers. 

We protest energetically against the erroneous statement 
that the retailer will have no protection unless he demand that 
the manufacturer’s guaranty appear on every package. Such 
a position is utterly ridiculous and simply tends to stampede 
the retail drug trade with an unnecessary panic and to im- 
pose a great burden of unnecessary labor on both the jobber and 
the manufacturer. ParKE, Davis & Co.

Following is the text of a circular sent to the jobbing trade 
a few days ago by Parke, Davis & Co.: 


To Our Jobbing Friends: 


For the benefit of our friends in the wholesale drug trade 
of the United States we beg leave to make clear our position 
with respect to the National Food and Drugs act, which takes 
effect January 1, 1907, and its bearing on your stock of our 
preparations then on hand: 


(1) Our general guaranty, No. 6, to the wholesale and re- 
tail drug trade of the United States is now on file in the office 
of the Secretary of Agriculture. 


(2) Within the boundaries of your own State you will be 
free, after January 1, to sell and ship our preparations as in 
the past, without the slightest change in packages or labels. 


(3) Shipments beyond the boundary line of your State come 
under the new law. With respect to all such shipments our 
packages will require no change beyond the affixing of an 
alcohol “sticker” to the outer parchment-paper wrapper sur- 
rounding our bottles in your stock. For this purpose we shall 
send you as soon as practicable a number of these “stickers” 
and a book of alcohol percentages. You will not have to re- 
move the parchment wrapper. You will not have to affix the 
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alcohol sticker to any bottles destined for customers within 
the State. 

(4) With respect to products containing heroin, morphine, 
cocaine, acetanilide and the others enumerated in the law, you 
will be perfectly free until October 1, 1907, to send out our 
preparations on current orders, both within and without the 
State, without any change in package. 

From this statement we hope it will be clear that the “ irre- 
ducible minimum” of trouble to the jobber in the handling of 
our preparations after January 1 will consist merely in the 
necessity of affixing alcohol stickers to the parchment wrappers 
of packages shipped out of the State—a comparatively small 
fraction of the jobber’s business in the great majority of cases. 


ASSURANCES FROM THE JOBBERS. 


Many of the jobbers have filed blanket guarantees covering 
everything sold by them. The first of these guarantees to be 
filed, to which serial No. 1 has been assigned, was that of 
Schieffelin & Co., which reads as follows: 


We, the undersigned, do hereby guarantee tbat all the articles of 
food or drugs manufactured, packéd, distributed or sold by us, includ- 
ing both crude and powdered drugs, a!kaloids, chemicals, pharmaceutical! 
preparations, medicinal specialties or proprietary medicines, and any 
ood all articles of food and drugs as defined by the Food and Drugs 
Act, June 30, 1906, are not adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of the said act.

We, the undersigned, do hereby guarantee that the articles of food 
and drugs manufactured, packed, distributed and sold by us, such as 
crude drugs. whole and powdered; essential oils; fixed oils, chemical 
products; pharmaceutical preparations; proprietary medicines, are not 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906.

This guar- 
antee will protect all dealers from prosecution under the act 
on articles obtained from us and bearing our serial number.” 


THE ATTITUDE OF MANUFACTURERS. 


Manufacturers generally have been prompt to seize the ad- 
vertising opportunity which has come to them in this bill 
under the guarantee clause. The first manufacturer to take 
a strong stand upon Section 8 of the law, which prohibits mis- 
branding and which defines misbranding as including the imi- 
tation of, or the offering for sale under the name of another 
article, was M. J. Breitenbach & Co., proprietors of Pepto 
Mangan, who say: 


In this connection we desire to cail attention to section 8, first 
paragraph, of the new law, which declares any product to be mis 
branded if it is an imitation of, or offered for sale under the name of, 
another article. This means that when Pepto-Mangan is prescribed or 
called for any one who sells, or offers for sale, any other iron and man- 
ganese preparation violates the Food and Drugs Act and becomes amen- 
able to the Federal iaw. Therefore, the purchasing in bulk of any iron 
and manganese solution for the purpose of bottling or dispensing In the 
place of Pepto-Mangan, would be a loss to the retail druggist, 1s well 
as possible source of trouble with the authorities. For years we have 
been advertising to the drug trade the fact that Pepto-Mangan (irre- 
spective of the name Gude) is a trademark name, régistered October 13, 
1891, and is our exclusive property. In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding. we again call attention to the fact that Pepto-Man- 
gan is not a synonym for any other iron Foe gg om for there is only 
one Pepto-Mangan, and that is our product, Gude’s preparation, the 
courts having over and over again rendered decisions protecting us in 
our rights. o ask a customer, ‘‘ Which Pepto-Mangan do you wish?”’ 
or to fill a prescription with an iron and manganese product of another 
manufacture, when Peptu-Mangan is called for, {s not only inaccurate 
and misleading, but renders the druggist liable to the new Federal law. 


This firm has mailed most ingeniusly arranged supplemen- 
tal labels to all jobbers having the goods in stock. 

M. Coward, proprietor of Sylvester’s Haarlem Oil, also di- 
rects attention to this phase of the law, and cautions the trade 
against transgression of the law by the sale of articles imitat- 
ing Sylvester’s Haarlem Oil. 
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IN THE MATTER OF QUALITY. 


The enactment of a local law in the State of Pennsylvania 
last year brought out a special announcement from John 
Wyeth & Brother, calling attention to the fact that the Pure 
Food law makes it prohibitory to sell any but strictly pure ex- 
tract of vanilla. 

Gilpin, Langdon & Co., of Baltimore, make the following 
announcement: “ All drugs, their preparations, and spices, will 
be subject to Government inspection, and definite standards 
of purity will have to be complied with. Gilpin, Langdon & 
Co. have for over half a century been unique in supplying only 
such drugs and spices as are pure and fulfill these require- 
ments.” 

P. E. Anderson & Co., of New York, say: “ Don’t worry. 
Buy your crude, ground and powdered drugs, gums, olive oil 
and vanilla beans from us. Purity guaranteed. The mark 
P-E-A-Co insures quality. Our stock is the most complete in 
this market and we invite your valued inquiries. ; 

EK. R. Squibb & Sons make the following announcement: 


All products of Squibb manufacture are in full conformity with the 
requirements of the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906. Our guaranty, 
serial No. 75, Fo ges on every package. Squibb labels are gaye 
descriptive of the constitution and quaty of the products to whic 
they are attached. The ey line of pharmaceuticals, medicinal chem- 
icals, tablets, etc., is standard everywhere. The trade and medical pro- 
fession may rely in full confidence upon the Squibb guaranty, which 
means purity, uniformity, efficiency.

The Anasarcin Chemical Company, of Winchester, Tenn., 
have registered guaranty No. 413, and assume full responsibility 
on behalf of the retailer. 

The Liquozone Company, of Chicago, have filed a guaranty 
with the Department of Agriculture and have been assigned 
Serial No. 85, which together with the prescribed wording, ap- 
pears upon every bottle of Liquozone now sent out from their 
laboratory or warehouses.

It is remarkable 
how druggists are taking up these remedies, says the Vitozone 
Company, but the story of the rise of Vitozone in five years is 
remarkable. 

Drug and Chemical Club Has Merrimac’s Bell. 

The Drug and Chemical Club of New York has on exhibi- 
tion in its entrance ball on the thirteenth fioor of the Wood- 
bridge Building a big bronze bell saved from the steamship 
Merrimac, which was sunken in Santiago Harbor by Richmond 
Pierson Hobson and his brave comrades on June 3, 1898. 

The supports of the bell are made of cast iron, shaped in 
the form of dragons and sea monsters. On the bell itself are 
engraved the words “S. S. Merrimac, New York, 1897,” re- 
minding the visitor that the ship was in the merchant service 
before it became an auxiliary cruiser during the Spanish- 
American war. The bell trophy was originally secured by a 
sailor in the U. S. navy and was purchased later by the stew- 
ard of the Drug and Chemical Club, who exhibited it in the 
National Museum of Art, in Stockholm, Sweden, before taking 
it to this country. 


J. Ellwood Lee Company Defeats Elks in Bowling Contest. 

The J. Ellwood Lee Company bowling team continues its 
bowling matches with all the local knights of the pin in Con- 
shohocken, Pa. On Tuesday, December 11, the Lee team made 
a trial of its skill in a contest with the Conshohocken lodge of 
Elks and defeated the big horn players in two out of three 
games, making a total team score of 2,600, while their oppo- 
nents reached 2,589.

Virgin Oil of Pine and N. A. R. D. Notes. 

The Leach Chemical Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, devote a 
full page in this issue to answering an article which appeared 
in the issue of N. A. R. D. Notes for December 6, 1906. The 
company makes out a very strong case in its plea for the sup- 
port of the retail trade, saying: 

“We have in every case refused to sell department stores 
and cut-rate stores where we knew them to be such, and have 
so far as possible left the entire trade in the hands of legitimate 
jobbers, who were in thorough touch with existing conditions in 
their territory, with the exception that, when starting our ad- 
vertising in new territory, consignnfents were sent to a few of 
the leading dealers whose names were secured from the news- 
papers carrying our advertising, to enable them to meet the 
first calls.” 

The success of this advertising set to work a number of 
imitators and this made it necessary for the manufacturers to 
institute suit against them and to publish the advertisement 
which was the subject of criticism in the N. A. R. D. Notes. 
They gladly laid before the drug trade the entire history of the 
matter and leave the final decision in the hands of the honest 
druggist.

This little werk is of a somewhat similar character to the 
Modern Materia Medica recently reviewed in these columns.

ica. For this purpose the appendix on Incompatibilities of New 
Remedies may prove useful. There is also an illuminating 
chart showing in graphic form the relations existing between 
a large number of modern chemicals, that may serve to en- 
lighten the practitioner whose chemistry is antiquated, on the 
grouping of the synthetic products into paraffins and benzenes, 
and their subdivision into esters, amines, aldehydes, and mer- 
captans, and phenols, acids, amines, ketones, and pyrazolones, 
ete., respectively. The booklet is printed on good paper and is 
generally well found. It will undoubtedly prove serviceable 
to physicians. [Sent post-paid to any address in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico for 50 cents.]

At a 
later date a series of experiments, conducted by Dr. H. C. Wood, 
jr., demonstrated that digitoxin was 4.7 times as strong as 
digitalin, In spite of this disparity in physiological action digi- 


toxin has been but little used until recently, owing to its insolu-

bility in water. About two years ago Prof. M. Cloetta, profes- 
sor of pharmacology, University of Zurich, succeeded in isolat- 
ing soluble digitoxin. It is marketed under the name of Digalen 
in solution only, in one-half ounce vials, by The Hoffmann-La 
Roche Chemical Works, 51-53 Maiden lane, New York.
